DESCRIBING JOSEPH ESTRADA AS A CLOSE 
friend, former Malaysian Deputy Prime Minister 
Anwar Ibrahim yesterday expressed the hope the 
convicted former president would someday “be 


really free." 


He also said he thought the 
40-year sentence meted out on 
Estrada was “too harsh.” 

In his keynote address at the 
Second World Forum for De- 
mocratization in Asia at the Sof- 
itel Philippine Plaza hotel in 
Pasay City, Anwar made special 
mention of Estrada, saying he 
“had remained a true friend.” 

“I may be touching a raw 
nerve but please bear with me 
when I say that I do wish and 
pray that he will one day be 
free," Anwar said. 

‘Anwar had a close relation- 
ship with Estrada while the two 
were in power. Considered one 
of Malaysia's most charismatic 


politicians, Anwar was fired 
nine years ago, ordered arrest- 
ed by then Prime Minister Ma- 
hathir Mohamad and convicted 
of abuse of power and sodomy. 
He was freed in 2004 when 
Malaysia's highest court over- 
turned the sodomy conviction. 
In an interview with re- 
porters after his speech, Anwar 
said, “I followed the case close- 
ly, more so because it involved 
Erap,” calling Estrada by his 
populist nickname. 
“The law is one part, but the 
sentencing to me is a bit harsh 
it’s a lot harsh,” he said. 
"That's my personal judgment, 
but we still have to respect the 
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judgment ofa court of law.” 

‘Anwar said he had no qualms 
about charging one or two cor- 
rupt government officials and 
punishing them severely, but he 
put things in context by citing 
the extent of corruption in the 
Philippines. 

"But there are a lot more cor-

rupt officials and I think that 
the penalty (meted out to Estra- 
da) was very severe," he said. 

He also said he had put in a 
request to see Estrada, 

“T hope to say hello to him.

Anwar arrived in Manila on 
Sept. 18 to address the forum 
and is scheduled to leave today, 

Estrada, for his part, thanked

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Palace axes 3 officials for graft

Dumpit and Jamora “failed to 
exercise diligence” when they 
authorized irregular and unnec- 
essary contracts worth P1.4 mil- 
lion for the construction of the 
LWUA Training Center without 
an approved budget and prior 
approval from the Japan Bank 
for International Cooperation.

She noted that while domestic adoption 
is encouraged, the implementation of the 
Inter-Country Adoption Act of 1995 “has 
given Filipino children with no families a 
greater fighting chance to experience filial 
love and warmth.” 

The Inter-Country Adoption Board (Icab), 
an attached agency of the Department of Social 
‘Welfare and Development, said the conference, 
which focused on the theme ‘Adoption: Open- 
ing Windows for Development,” managed to 
put across the message that adoptees, and the 
adoptive parents, as well as adoption institu- 
tions, agencies and caregivers play a significant 
role in societal growth and development. 

Adoption experts in the conference di 
cussed policies and mechanisms to safe- 
guard Filipino children being adopted by 
foreign families. Some 200 foreign and lo- 
cal delegates involved in child welfare are 
participating in the consultation. 

Social Welfare Undersecretary and Icab 
alternate chair Luwalhati F. Pablo said that 
the four-day consultation was an effective 
venue for sharing experiences among pro- 
fessionals, experts and practitioners to en- 
sure the protection of Filipino children be- 
ing placed for inter-country adoption.

Tarlac solon 
seeks Internet 
curbs on porn 


IN AN EFFORT TO CURB THE RISING 
cases of sexual exploitation of minors in 
the country, Rep. Monica Prieto-Teodoro 
has filed House Bill No. 684 seeking the 
maximum penalty of life imprisonment 
for the production, distribution, export, 
transmission, sale, possession, and ad- 
vertising of child pornographic materi- 
als. 

In a statement, Teodoro said “there is 
a need for a legislative measure to ad- 
dress this disturbing social phenomena, 
which has been growing particularly 
due to access to and availability on the 
Internet.” 

Teodoro said that aside from reinfore- 
ing Republic Act No. 7160—the Special 
Protection of Children Against Child 
Abuse, Exploitation and Discrimination 
Act—the proposed measure also regu- 
lates Internet Service Providers (ISPs) 
and all other players in the telecommuni- 
cations and information technology in- 
dustry. 


No protection 

RA 7160 does not provide adequate pro- 
tection to victims of other forms of sexual 
abuse such as child pornography. 

“Unlike in other countries, Internet ser- 
vice in the Philippines is loosely, if at all, 
regulated, providing anyone with a com: 
puter or mobile phone access to illicit mate- 
tial,” Teodoro said. 

The proposed measure conforms with 
Article 34 of the Convention of the Rights of 
the Child to which the Philippines is a sig- 
natory. 

The provision says that state parties 
should undertake measures to protect chil- 
dren from all forms of sexual exploitation 
and abuse, such as inducement or coercion 
to engage in any unlawful sexual activity, 
exploitative use in prostitution or other un- 
lawful sexual practices, and exploitative 
use in pornographic performances and ma- 
terials. 

Complementary to the Convention, the 
Philippines is also a signatory to the Op- 
tional Protocol which prohibits the sale of 
children, child prostitution and child 
pornography.

GIANT ELECTRONIC FIRMS THE WORLD 
over are making “great improvements” 
eliminating toxic materials from their prod- 
ucts, but their recycling systems are still 
‘wanting in the Philippines, an international 
environmental watchdog said yesterday. 

“The world's leading electronic compa- 
nies are now competing to become the first 
to go completely green by eliminating haz- 
ardous substances and by taking back and 
recycling their products responsibly,” said 
Greenpeace toxics campaigner Beau Ba- 
conguis in a statement. 

In Greenpeace's latest rating of green 
electronics, Nokia was still the greenest 
company, followed by Sony Ericsson, Dell 
and Lenovo, 

‘The guide rates electronic firms on the 
presence of toxics in their products and 
their ability to take back and recycle their 
products after these are no longer in use. 

The elimination of toxic substances was 
among the "most positive improvements"

Since the military has repeatedly denied 
it has the missing activist in its custody, the 
petition should be dismissed outright, said 
Tang. 

But Edita’s lawyer Ricardo Fernandez ar- 
gued that the petition was not just a simple 
habeas corpus case since they had also 
asked that command responsibility be de- 
termined and the police be directed to 
make a more thorough investigation of 
Jonas’ disappearance.

Prison time 

In 1974, after three years of 

organizing students and work- 
Hers, the 20-year-old Bernie was 
arrested by a truckload of sol- 
sdiers, charged with subversion 
ѓапа thrown in jail. 

She was released two years 

later. She resumed her work, 
met Jerry Aquino at the Nation- 
al Council of Churches of the 
Philippines, and married him. 
{ Two years later, the couple left 
Manila for northern Luzon, where 
they organized peasants and 
worked with the minorities, until 
Jerry was arrested by military au- 
thoríties in September 1979. 

He was detained for a year at 
a Philippine Constabulary 
stockade in Bontoc, Mt. 
Province, and later at Camp 
Bagong Diwa in Taguig. He was 
freed in December 1980, after 
days of fasting. 

A year later, at 32, he was 

led in a vehicular accident in 
Manila. 

These days, Bernie cannot 
talk publicly about her and her 
husband's experience during 
martial law—which was im- 
posed 35 years ago to- 
day—without choking up. 

Asked about her most painful 
memories, she says: “[Our] ar- 
rest, interrogation and deten- 
tion. Our life of being always on 
the run. The thought that you 
will be arrested and killed. My 
isolation from my family.” 


‘A form of release’ 

But Berie has found comfort in 
sifting through her husband's me- 
mentos, putting them on exhibit at 
the museum, and sharing his life 
story with complete strangers. 

"When I started arranging 
them, the memories came flood- 
ing back,” she says. “After we pre- 
sented them at the museum, it 
was some sort of healing for us.” 

Bernie and her daugh- 
ters—Kalayaan, 30; Diwa, 27; 
and Dakila, 25 (from Dakilang 
Diwa ng Kalayaan)—worked 
with 11 other female activists in 
researching and collating mar- 
tial law memorabilia, and then 
designing the museum. 

"The first time [1 shared the 
experience], I cried. I still ery, 
but it’s not that intense any- 
more after telling and retelling 
his story,” Bernie says, “Sharing 
his life story, my life story—it's a 
form of release.” 

Sorting her father’s journal, 
letters and poems was a redis- 
covery for Dakila, who was only 
three months old when he died. 

“Ies like going back to the 
past. You become part of what 
you're doing,” she told the IN- 
‘QUIRER at the museum's opening 
‘Vast month. "You can't write, ог 
organize the photos, if you don't 
‘have background. You really 
have to go back to the diaries to 
getthe right perspective."

Memorial on Quezon Avenue 
The museum complements 
the Bantayog Memorial, a soar- 
ing 45-foot bronze monument, 
and the Wall of Remembrance 
that bears the names of over 100 
heroes and martyrs who fought 
Ferdinand Marcos’ dictatorship. 
‘The mementos, documents, let- 
ters and other memorabilia on dis- 
play span the period from 1965, 
when Marcos took his oath as 
President, to his ouster in 1986. 


Passion and commitment 

Bernie is now writing her hus- 
band's story from her memory 
and that of fellow activists and 
colleagues in the Church, as part. 
of her contribution to a “com- 
memorative book" on the heroes 
and martyrs of martial law. 

Jerry Aquino was part of the 
Christian resistance to martial law. 

While the head of the Philip- 
pine Independent (or Agli 
Bayan) Church had backed Mar- 
соз, Jerry spoke out against the 
regime's excesses while saying 
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Mass in a church or on the road. 

He opposed the construction 
of the Chico hydroelectric dam 
in view of the dangers it posed 
to the Cordillera peoples. 

"He went to areas where there 
was no priest. He made the peas- 
ants aware of their situation, and 
of the need for them to organize 
themselves. He brought the 
Church to them,” his widow says. 

“He had passion, and com- 
mitment.” 

Like the museum, the book 
will attempt to present the other 
story of martial law—the story of 
its victims—which, Bernie says, 
"has been lost in history books.” 

“Tm using my painful experi- 
ence to keep me going," she 
says. "There's never any closure 
because the things Jerry fought. 
against are still happening. The 
poverty, violence, corrup- 
tion—they are continuing." 


Midnight curfew 

Often buried in the painful 
recollection of the dark days are 
the fast-fading memories of 


how even ordinary citizens, or 
those with little or no involve 
ment in political activism, felt 
the dictatorship's iron fist. 

One of the drastic changes in 
their world was the state-imposed 
curfew from midnight to4a.m. 

It was one of Marcos most 
sweeping tools of fear and it 
found targets in people like a cab- 
driver in his 20s when martial law 
was declared on Sept. 21, 1972. 

Thinking he had eluded au- 
thorities by taking the inner 
streets, Ramon eventually got 
flagged down on Buendia Av. 
enue in Pasay City by a mobile 
team of cops under the then 
Metropolitan Command. 

“The policeman even ad- 
dressed me as ‘Sir’ and asked 
rather politely why I'm still out. 
It was just past midnight," re- 
called “Ramon,” now in his 505 
and still driving a cab. (He de- 
clined to give his real name, say- 
ing: ^t just want a quiet life.") 

He was told to рш 
over—and by 3:30 a.m. he had 
been joined by some 20 other 


cabdrivers, men on motorbikes, 
even messengers lugging bags 
full of envelopes. 

The offenders—in their respec- 
tive vehicles and their driver's li 
censes confiscated—were told to 
join a passing "convoy" of other 
curfew violators. They drove all 
the way to the Army headquarters, 
then in Fort Bonifacio, where 
their names were taken down. 

AtB a.m. the offenders were or- 
dered to “pull weeds" in what Ra- 
mon thought was а playground. 

They were released before 
noon, given their licenses back, 
and warned against a repeat of- 
fense. 

Ramon recalled that certain mo- 
torists were granted “curfew pass- 
es,” such as transporters of perish- 
ables like meat and vegetables. 


Nightlife 

Ifa cabbie takes someone toa 
hospital during curfew hours, 
“the doctor has to write a letter 
certifying the emergency; that 
would be the driver's pass to get 
home,” he said.

The curfew had unintended 
results in people's nocturnal 
lifestyles. 

‘The siren signaling the cur- 
few offered choices for revelers 
at that time—rush home before 
the clock struck 12 or, more of- 
ten, sleep over, or party until 
the wee hours of the morning. 

Those who hurried back to 
the comfort of their homes 
whiled away the rest of the 
night watching films on Beta- 
max or playing the guitar. 

"Almost all knew how to play 
some chords," said activist Lid- 
dy Nacpil. 

Now in her 40s, Nacpil recalled 
how her fellow teenagers formed 
5 bands playing American classics 
(by The Carpenters, James Taylor, 

The Jerks and The Police) or 

Manila Sound ditties (by the 

Pinoy pop-rock band Hotdog.) 

Manila Sound, a musical 
genre that flourished in the ear- 
ly to mid-1970s, was often re- 
garded as the “bright side” of 
the martial law era. 

The fad eventually marked 
the advent of the inter-school 
“Battle of the Bands,” Nacpil 
said. “We developed a taste for 
songs that tell a story or express 
deeper emotions.” 

But the activist that she was, 
she naturally gravitated to 
songs that had political or inspi- 
rational undertones. 

Nacpil also recalled going 
with her friends to the small cin- 
emas on Aurora Boulevard—be- 
fore it became a landscape of fiy- 
overs and highways—to watch 
“Star Wars” and movies by Lino 
Brocka and Eddie Romero (the 
likes of “Maynila: Sa Mga Kuko 
ng Liwanag” et al.). 

"But it was really risky to 
hang out with a group of more 
than three in public places, 
even if you were just having a 
good time,” she said. 

It was, she said, a 24-hour 
doughnut shop that provided 
her and her friends a safe place 
to hang out. 


‘Approval’ 

Naturally, nightspots made a 
killing. К 

“There were reasons to stay in 
nightclubs, and wives didn't like 
it,” activist theater director Behn 
Cervantes curtly observed. 

Cervantes, himself a former 
detainee, surmised on hind- 
sight that parents at that time 
“approved” of martial law be- 
cause it forced their children to 
be home before midnight. 

He said that to these parents, 
martial law represented the 
restoration of order and disci- 
pline at the height of the “hip- 
pie, long-hair" era: 

"Parents felt they were losing 
control [over their children], 
and then here comes another 
force doing it for them—the mil- 
itary—which seemed to come 
across as a benevolent, yet 
stricter, second parent.”

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Exec sees world labor shortage mm

RAPIDLY AGING POPULATIONS AND RAD- 
ical shifts in demography have resulted in a 
shortage of skilled workers and an alarm- 
ing increase in unemployment worldwide. 

In an Asia-Pacific Economic Cooperation 
(Apec) conference on human resource and 
‘economic development in Makati City Tuesday, 
local and foreign labor officials emphasized the 
need to respond to this disturbing trend. 

“There is a growing need for human talent in 
the Asia-Pacific region, including the United 
States,” said Deputy Assistant Secretary Dou- 
glas Small of the US Department of Labor em- 
ployment and training administration. 

Small said the Apec conference was 
meant to be a venue for exchanging infor- 
mation on human resource development as 
part of worldwide investment. 

“The world labor market is suffering 
from an aging work force and a shortage of 
skilled youth,” Small said. 

Undersecretary Luzviminda Padilla of 
the Department of Labor and Employment 
confirmed what Small said, adding that the 


Philippine labor market was suffering from 
a labor surplus and jobs mismatch. 

"There is a large number of educated unem- 
ployed and underemployed in the country, es- 
pecially among women and the youth,” Padilla 
said in her speech at the conference. 

Padilla said the jobs mismatch was the 
result of lack of information on work re- 
quirements and a gap in educational facili- 
ties to meet market skills. 

“There is really a need to strategize so 
lives in our country would be better off,” 
Padilla said. 

The keynote speaker, Richard Evans, 
country manager of Manpower Outsourc- 
ing Services Inc., echoed the challenge to 
employers worldwide. 

"There is fierce competition for talent 
worldwide, limiting the supply of skilled 
workers,” Evans said. 

He said the Western world was aging 
“and the baby boomers are nearing retire- 
ment age and no one is around to take their 
place.” 

Evans also said demographic shifts were 
a result of low fertility rates and higher life 


expectancy. 

“By 2050, there will be 1.2 billion people 
over 50 years old in the Asia Pacific,” he 
said.

THE PRESIDENTIAL COMMIS- 
sion on Good Government has 
stopped the implementation of 
a management deal involving 
the “Payanig,” an 18.4-hectare 
prime property in Pasig City 
which was turned over to the 
government in 1986 by one of 
the cronies of the late strong- 
man Ferdinand Marcos. 

PCGG chair Camilo Sabio 
has asked the Mid-Pasig Land 
Development Corp. which 
owns the property and Opti- 
mus Property Holdings Corp. 
to hold in abeyance their June 
27 management contract. Mid- 
Pasig Land was one of several 
Marcos firms surrendered to 
the government by business- 
man Jose Yao Campos under a 
compromise deal with the 
PCGG. 

The PCGG has sought legal 
advice on the issue from the Of- 
fice of the Solicitor General. 

"Well have the final re- 
view. We're going to discuss it 
en banc," Sabio said. 

The PCGG wants to know 
whether a public bidding is 
needed considering the value of 
the property involved and 
whether the agreement violates 
the antigraft law. 

Sabio told a news conference 
yesterday that the Mid-Pasig 
Land-Optimus agreement "to- 
gether with the comment of the 
Solicitor General will be trans- 
mitted to the Secretary of Jus- 
tice for final review and ac- 
tion."

Carnegie Mellon said Fahiman’s smiley 
spread from its campus to other universities 
then businesses and eventually around th 
world as the Internet gained popularity. 

Computer science and linguistics professor 
contacted by The Associated Press said they 
were unaware of who first used the symbol. 

“Tve never seen any hard evidence that the =) w 
uence was in use before my original post, and Ї\ 
never run into anyone who actually claims to Ban 
invented it before I did," Fahiman wrote on the ur 
versity’s Web page dedicated to the smiley face;

Variations emerge 

Variations, such as the "wink" that uses a semi 
colon, emerged later. And today people can hard 
ly imagine using computer chat programs thi 
don't translate keystrokes into colorful graphics 
said Ryan Stansifer, a computer science profess 
at the Florida Institute of Technology. : 

"Now we have so much power, we don't set 
tle fora colon-dash-paren,” Stansifer said. "You 
want the smiley face, so all these chatting во! 
ware have to have them." 

Instant messaging programs often contain an 
array of faces intended to express emotions rang: 
ing from surprise to affection to embarrassment. 

"It has been fascinating to watch this phe 
nomenon grow from a little message I tossed 
off in 10 minutes to something that has spread 
all around the world,” атап was quoted г 
saying in a university statement.

Probability of success 

“We wanted a higher probability 
of success, so we identified areas 
where there are proactive govern- 
ment officials [and] dynamic school 
superintendents, and then we also 
looked at potential corporate part- 
ners," Deriquito said.

ІНЕ TESTIMONY OF BUSINESSMAN JOSE "JOEY" 
de Venecia III before the Senate on Tuesday and the 

I testimony of three Cabinet secretaries before the 
same Senate committees yesterday define a true turning 
point in post-Edsa П politics. Beyond the all-consuming 
question of an unpopular President's continuing political 
survival, we face history's ruthless judgment: Do we ever 

learn? 

EDITORIAL Тһе political sharks certainly smell 
blood in the water. But the red stain is 
wide and visible even from a distance. The wounds the 
Arroyo administration have sustained are real; whether 
they are deep enough to prove fatal will be determined in 
the next few weeks or so. 

What do we know for certain? 

The young De Venecia's testimony was, by and large, 
credible. Some inconsistencies exist, and the failure to 
mention the alleged "Back off!" encounter in his affidavit 
is problematic. But overall, with its sometimes gratuitous 
specificity, his testimony has the ring of truth. 

As for his past drug use, what of it? And does Evange- 
line “Luli” Arroyo, President Macapagal-Arroyo's usually 
mild-mannered daughter, really want to start a whisper- 
ing campaign about substance abuse among powerful 
families? 

Sen. Miriam Defensor-Santiago's musings on human na- 
ture are absolute nonsense. As in the Estrada impeach- 
ment trial six years ago, Santiago again suggests that peo- 
ple—lawyers then, businessmen now—are motivated only 
by base greed or sheer self-interest. It may be that that is 
the world she lives in, but her world is not ours. Just be- 
cause powerful figures are involved doesn't mean that big 
money is behind De Venecia’s revelations, or that De Vene- 
cia, the son of the Speaker of the House of Representatives, 
is necessarily motivated by personal considerations alone. 
Indeed, considering the personal risk he has taken, De 
Venecia has already acted against his own best interests. 

First Gentleman Jose Miguel Arroyo's belated response 
to the young De Venecia's allegation that he had tried to 
intimidate him into backing out of the National Broad- 
band Network project, as coursed through his lawyer Je- 
sus Santos, sounds plausible. Apparently, in their version 
of events, Arroyo met the young De Venecia only by hap- 
penstance, and only for the first time, in the Wack-Wack 
clubhouse in mid-March this year, and only told him he 
shouldn't be involved in government projects, consider- 
ing he was the Speaker's son. As we said, it sounds plausi- 
ble, but itis hardly credible. 

Many circumstances explain this lack of credibility, 
chief of these being the lack of corroboration from other 
statements issued by other alleged participants in that 
fateful meeting. 

The divided loyalties of Speaker Jose de Venecia are un- 
derstandable, but they have made him vulnerable; in- 
deed, he has become the most vulnerable of all political 
players involved in the ZTE scandal. This is not to say that 
he has nothing to fight with, that he does not hold any 
cards of his own. But there is reason to believe that some 
of the blood in the water is his own. 

The by-now-clearly-documented role of Commission 
on Elections Chair Benjamin Abalos in the ZTE corpora- 
tion’s proposal for a national broadband network is in- 
comprehensible—and truly reprehensible. He has denied 
his involvement, but he can no longer deny the unusual 
trips to China, the series of meetings with the young De 
Venecia, and now that alleged mid-March meeting with 
Arroyo. Of all officials involved in the ZTE scandal, he has 
the most to explain. 

He is the official principally responsible for elections; 
what is he doing brokering billion-peso contracts during 
an election season? 

We have long called for this disgraced and disgraceful 
official's resignation or impeachment. His involvement in 
the ZTE scandal is even more reason to repeat our call. 
But we are not unaware that, as the chief election official 
in the last three main elections, Abalos holds many se- 
crets. We cannot imagine enough congressmen muster- 
ing the political courage to impeach him. We certainly 
cannot imagine him resigning. We will have to bide our 
time and wait for a plunder case to be filed against him. 

While we wait, we will continue to be haunted by the 
essential question: When will we ever learn? 
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AS IF OVERPRICING GOVERNMENT PRO- 
jects, stealing from government coffers and 
cheating on taxes were not enough, Filipino 
citizens also overprice their properties when 
the government wants to expropriate them for 
public projects. No wonder the government is 
always impoverished. 

Here is one outstanding example of unre- 
strained greed. Owners of land in Batangas that. 
has a zonal valuation of only P298 to P440 per 
sq m want P8,000 per sq m because the Philip- 
pine Ports Authority (PPA) wants to buy it to ex- 
pand the Batangas port. Worse, the courts fixed 
the just compensation at P5,500 per sq m and 
ordered the PPA to pay up. Ifthe PPA pays up, it 
would go bankrupt and close shop. 

‘The PPA needs room to expand the Batangas 
port which, next to the Port of Manila, is the prin- 
‘cipal port in Luzon. But at P5,500 per sq m, the 
almost 130 hectares of surrounding land, mostly 
agricultural as aerial photos show, would cost 
P113 billion. The annual budget of the PPA, 
which operates 23 major shipping gateways and 
thousands of terminals all over the country, is on- 
ly P4 billion, Thus, the cost of the new land will 
eat up its entire budget for three years. 

What this means is that for the next three 
years, all ports operated by the PPA may cease 
to operate and deteriorate because there will 
be no money to repair and maintain them. 
There will be no money to dredge navigation 
channels to prevent marine disasters. And 
there will be no money to pay the more than 
3,000 PPA employees all over the country. It 
"Will prevent the completion of all ongoing de- 
velopment projects in various ports and the 
PPA will not be able to remit to the national 
government the P2.4 billion expected cash div- 
idends. Furthermore, it will prevent the PPA 
from paying its billion-peso loans to intema- 
tional and local creditors—and think of the 
negative impact that will have on the shipping 
industry and the economy. 

On the other hand, only a small number of 
the original 231 lot owners and their lawyers 
will rake in billions of pesos. A number of lot 
owners have already disposed of their proper- 
ties at P600 per sqm. 


‘Back off!’: 


THIRTY YEARS AGO, WE CELEBRATED SEPT. 
21 as Thanksgiving Day, as declared by Presi- 
dent Ferdinand Marcos. A whole nation 
backed down when told to back off, and ended 
up celebrating the first day of the dictatorship, 
the day martial law was proclaimed, to sing 
hallelujah for their chains. 

Jose de Venecia III has implicated no less 
than President Macapagal-Arroyo's husband as 
the “mystery man" who tried to bully him out of 
the National Broadband Network deal. Already. 
De Veneciz's life has been threatened and his 
phone bugged, and nasty personal innuendoes 
circulate. “Reformers” plot to oust his father as 
Speaker of the House of Representatives. The 
chief presidential legal counsel threatens him 
with jail—and reminds the Ombudsman of its 
‘motu proprio powers to investigate without 
waiting for a complainant—yes, the same Om- 
budsman who had to be prodded by the 
Supreme Court before it charged anyone—the 
small fry, mind you, not the big shots—in the 
Comelec computerization scam. And for a 
while, the government even claimed that the 
NBN contract was either lost or nonexistent! 

‘The scale of the bribes purportedly offered 
and the crudeness of it all make it even more 
imperative to take a sober look at the policy is- 
sues, with none of the salacious charm of the 
konfrontasi at Wack-Wack but certainly just as 
telling. At an academic forum three weeks ago 
at the UP Center for Integrative and Develop- 
ment Studies, Prof, Raul Fabella, former dean 
of the UP School of Economics, presented his 
paper “Lacking a backbone: The controversy 
over the ‘National Broadband Network’ and 
Cyber-education Projects,” co-authored with 
his successor, Dean Emmanuel de Dios. It is 
available at http://wwwaerph, the Action for 
Economic Reforms’ website (which was re- 
cently hacked, by the way). 

‘The NBN project with ZTE aims to build up 
our “information highway,” the network of op- 
tic fiber linking the whole country and giving 
us access to the rest of the world. That "back- 
bone" supports our telephone and cell-phone 
calls, our Internet access, the call centers, the 
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‘The PPA said that if the Supreme Court will 
not reconsider its decision, it would give up the 
expropriation as it cannot afford the cost. That 
means the Batangas port cannot expand and 
progress. 

Expropriation proceedings for 185 lots start 
ей in October 1999. The PPA said it needed the 
lots for the development of Phase 2 of the 
Batangas Port Zone pursuant to two executive 
orders of then President Corazon Aquino.

‘The lot owners, represented by three differ- 
ent law firms, asked the trial court to fix the 
Just compensation at P8,000 per sq m. The 
court appointed a three-man commission to 
conduct hearings to determine the actual mar- 
ket value of the land. The commission recom- 
mended P4,800 per sq m. as expropriation 
price. The PPA said the price should be lower 
because the lands are agricultural and not be- 
ing used for commercial or industrial purpos- 
es. Aerial photos show that they are indeed 
agricultural. The court-appointed commission 
submitted its second partial report reiterating 
its recommendation of P4,800 per sq m. 

Nevertheless, the trial court issued on Aug. 
15, 2000 an order fixing the fair market value at 
P5,500 per sq m and subsequently ordered the 
PPÀ to pay the lot owners. The PPA filed a peti- 
tion for certiorari with the Court of Appeals and. 
an appeal from the P5,500 market value set by 
the trial court. The Court of Appeals denied the. 
consolidated petitions. The PPA went to the 
Supreme Court with a petition for certiorari, 

Basing its decision on technicalities and not 
on the merits of the case, the Supreme Court 
denied the petition on Aug. 24, 2007. The PPA 


To better serve the ends of justice, we urge the 
tribunal to look into the case more deeply. 

I think we will discover more overpriced 
projects as the Arroyo administration winds 
down to 2010. In basketball lingo, this is its 
last two minutes and public officials, know- 
ing they would be out of jobs and out of pow- 
er in less than three years, are now providing 
for their future. What better and faster way 
todo that than to overprice projects. 

The President cannot stop her subordi- 
nates from doing that because she is a lame- 
duck President. She is still in Malacañang 
only because of the support of her allies. If 
she cracks down on them, they can with- 
draw their support and where would she 
be? Look at what happened to former Presi- 
dent Joseph Estrada. GMA knows that what 
she did to him can also be done to her.

Thope not, but itis also possible she is the

She flew all the way to China to witness 
the signing of the 7ТЕ contract.

GMA did not order that the contract be re- 
constituted or that a copy be obtained from 
the Chinese. And in spite of a temporary re- 
straining order from the Supreme Court, 
she issued a statement that the Philippines 
would honor the contract which nobody but 
the signatories have seen. 

The pieces of the puzzle are falling into 
place. 
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processing of ATM and credit card payments. 
Right now, two such backbones are in place, 
both financed successfully by private in- 
vestors, by PLDT and by the competitor tele- 
coms. (Two moribund government-held back- 
bones apparently exist as well.) NBN will build 
a third active network. 

NBN is an abrupt reversal of the settled poli- 
cy of public-private partnerships in "Informa- 
tion infrastructure" that shifts the costs to pri- 
vate investors and spares government funds 
from that burden. Moreover, the project, origi- 
nally priced at PS.1 billion, has now bloated to 
a whopping P19.3 billion—all this to offer a re- 
dundant service already performed by private 
capital on its own. 

If the goal of NBN is to extend "connectivity" 
to rural Filipinos, the solution, Fabella and De 
Dios say, is not ta build another backbone. By 
analogy, if far-flung barangays have no access 
to the main highways, the solution is not to 

a new highway, but to build more farm- 
to-market roads. The “last mile" problem is 
best solved by smaller networks of country 
roads and wireless networks, the authors point 
out, as the recent Ramon Magsaysay awardee 
from Nepal, Mahabir Pun, accomplished with 
“spartan simplicity and [at] modest cost.” 

А second justification (an apparent af- 
terthought) is that NBN will serve as the exclu- 
sive government network. The authors have 
done their own math, and the vaunted savings 
don't add up. Worse, an expensive government 
"backbone" doesn't make sense, considering 
that government offices face more basic prob- 
lems. They don't have enough computers (by 
analogy, the vehicles by which to journey on 
the information highway) or don't have 


trained staff to make the best use of these "con- 
traptions," as one dinosaur called them in my 
building here in Diliman. 

Finally the government is а tried and tested 
failure in running infrastructure, and that is 
"why-it has now privatized water, power and 
transport to deliver cheaper and more efficient 
services to the paying public. Its bureaucracy is 
simply too cumbersome, at its finest, and too 
corrupt, at its most venal, to keep technology 
modern and running. Conversely, government 
should instead make the most of its true ad- 
vantage, its “procurement leverage” as a big 
buyer, in an industry where bulk use drastical- 
ly lowers the seller's cost. 

Without the De Venecia testimony, these 
weighty issues might not have ignited public 
‘outrage. Contrast that to the drama ofthe Erap 
trial, with the image of a bayong full of cold 
cash handcarried by thugs to the “lord of all 
jueteng lords.” This time, the thievery is far 
‘more suave, and players threaten one another 
in сойо English in chic places. 

In the Philippines, there is a class divide even 
in the treatment of wimesses. The Erap trial 
flourished because of wimesses like the warlord 
Chavit Singson, who is a "Wimess Protection 
Program" on his own, and the bank vice presi- 
dent Clarissa Ocampo, who has her own built-in 
credibility as а professional.

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TODAY, FILIPINOS RECALL A BAD MEMORY. 

The proclamation of martial law 35 years ago did 

„not come like a thief in the night. Newspapermen, 
especially our Malacafiang and congressional re- 
Porters at The Manila Chronicle, of which I was 
editor in chief in September 1972, expected mar- 
tial law to come any time. That it was in the works 
was the worst kept secret in a town awash with 
rumors, 

‘The date ofits announcement was falsified, So, 
when President Ferdinand Marcos appeared on 
TV at 7:15 p.m. on Sept. 23, Saturday, to an- 
nounce the proclamation of martial law in his 
stentorian baritone, the announcement was anti- 
climactic. The proclamation was dated Sept. 21, 
‘Thursday. 

Arrest orders of targets, including opposition 
figures and newspapermen, were served begin- 
ning at midnight of Sept. 22, Friday, straddling 
Sept, 23, In the first round of arrests, I received a 

hone call at home in Blue Ridge, Quezon City, 
From a close friend who said, “Martial law has 
been declared. Secretary (of Defense Juan Ponce) 
Enrile has been ambushed.” 

1 told myself, “This it.” I immediately rang the 
graveyard shift editor at the Chronicle, No one 
answered. I switched on radio and TV They were 
all dead. 

The Chronicle for Sept. 23 had been put to bed 
when I got the call. The issue never came out. The 
last issue of the Chronicle was dated, Thursday, 
Sept. 21. Its banner headline was: FM REPEATS 
SUBVERSION RAP; AQUINO HINTS LIQUIDA- 
TION. The main story reported that Sen. Benigno 
Aquino Jr accused Marcos of "preparing the 
ground for an administration plot to liquidate me" 
and later putting the blame on the communist. 

From midnight of Friday, the first wave of ar- 
rests was carried out. Troops descended on all 
newspapers, padlocked them and nailed the 
proclamation dated Sept. 21. Marcos trumped 
Aquino and shocked the country with superb use 
of the element of surprise by manipulating the 
dates of the proclamation. 

What went on behind the scenes when Marcos 
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‘was pulling the strings of the events that were un- 
folding? 

In his handwritten diaries, Marcos wrote on Sept. 
22, Friday this entry at 9:55 p.m.: “Secretary Juan 
Ponce Enrile was ambushed near Wack-Wack at 
about 8 p.m. tonight, Itwas a good thing he was rid- 
ing in his security car as a protective measure. His 
first car, which he usually uses, was the one riddled 
by bullets from a car parked in ambush. He is now 
at his DND office and 1 have advised him to stay 
there, And I have doubled the security of Imelda 
(Marcos) in Nayon Pilipino where she is giving din- 
ner to the UPI and AP as well as other wire services. 

is makes the martial law proclamation a ne- 

; Imelda arrived at 11:35 p.m. іп my Electra 
bullet proof car to be told that Johnny had been 
ambushed. It is all over the radio. 

"Congress is not adjourning tonight as the con- 
ference committee on Tariff and Customs Code 
could not agree on common version. They ad- 
Journ tomorrow" 

On Sept. 23, Marcos wrote this entry at 12:20. 
p.m.: "Things have moved according to plans al- 
though out of the total 200 target personalities in 
the pian only 53 have been arrested, including the 
three senators, Aquino, Jose Diokno and Ramon 
Mitra and Chino Roces (publisher of The Manila 
Times) and Teddy (Teodoro Locsin Sr), editor of 
the Philippines Free Press." Roces, Locsin, Max So- 
liven of The Manila Times, Napoleon Rama of the 
Free Press and Luis Mauricio of the Graphic were 
among the first to be arrested at midnight at their 
homes in the first round of arrests. 

In the next few days, the gym of Camp Crame 
was filling up as more arrests were made, includ- 


ing leftist activists, officials branded as crooks 
and corrupt, and suspected smugglers. I was not 
seized in the first wave of arrests, 

Johnny Mercado, Senate reporter of the 
Evening News and’ executive director of the 
Philippine Press Institute, whom Marcos hated 
intensely, and Luis Beltran, columnist of the 
Evening News, were among those rounded up in 
the second wave of the dragnet. 

І went into hiding for а few days, until Rod 
Reyes, then executive vice president of the 
Chronicle, passed the word to me that Lt. Gen. Fi 
del Ramos, then chief of the Philippine Constab 
lary, had sent him the message that I and Ernie 
Granada, columnist of the Chronicle, would "be 
safer" if we would be put under his custody. Rod 
surrendered Ernie and me to Ramos. We joined 
the growing crowd at Camp Came, 

‘On Sept. 23, Marcos wrote: “I was supposed to 
broadcast at 12 a.m, but technical difficulties pre- 
vented it. We had closed all TV stations. We had 
to clear KBC which broadcast it live. VOP and PBS 
(both government broadcasting stations) broad- 
cast it by radio nationwide.” 

The finishing touches on the proclamation were 
readied two days before the proclamation. He 
‘wrote on Sept. 20 that after a meeting with Enrile, 
the general staff and chiefs of the major services, 
"they recommended the use of emergency powers 
including martial law.” After the assessment of the 
state of public order, he gave an interview “where 
we kept silent on emergency powers.” 

“I was surprised to hear (Executive) Secreta 
(Alex) Melchor say he was now in favor of martial 
law although he was against it a year and a half 
ago, And all (Justice) Secretary Jose Abad Santos 
said was, ‘Let us not talk about it publicly.” 

‘Marcos continued: “Johnny and I again re- 
viewed the proclamation. He wrote out the or- 
ders on carrying firearms and control of shipping. 
Johnny Ponce Enrile, Gen. (unclear), Gen. 
Nanadiego, Kit Tatad and I with Piciong Taguiam 
doing the typing finished all the papers (the 
proclamation and the orders) today (Sept. 21) at 
Врт" 


Adventures in endoscopy 


FOR SOME WOMEN PATIENTS IN THE GYNE- 
cology ward of East Avenue Medical Center, a 
government hospital, the absence of a wound 
from an incision after a procedure is proving to be 
a status symbol of sorts. “Asan ang sugat ko 
(Where's my wound)?" the women often ask 
when they wake up from the procedure and don't 
see any stitches or scars, or, more important, feel. 
hardly any pain. 

‘And when the women are able to heal and re- 
cover faster, discharged from hospital earlier than 
other patients who underwent similar proce- 
dures, the other patients are the ones left won- 
dering what it was these women had undergone. 

What the women went through is most likely a 
procedure that falls under the term “endoscopy.” 
which means "looking inside,” usually with a 
-camera attached to a flexible tube, that allows a 
doctor not only to see inside the body and take 
pictures but also to perform: procedures such as 
biopsies or removal of tissues or tumors. 

+. «Endoscopy is a minimally invasive procedure, 
“requiring for most procedures a small puncture to 
allow the tube entry. For procedures like a hys- 
teroscopy, the endoscopic equivalent of a hys- 
terectomy or surgical removal of the uterus, a 
puncture isn't even required, as the tube can be 
inserted through the vagina. 

‘The advantages of endoscopy are fairly obvious, 
say officers and members of the Philippine Society 
of Gynecologic Endoscopy. "It is patient-friendly" 
says Dr. Delfin Tan, PSGE's founding president. 
“There is less pain, fewer complications, less 
chances of infection and adhesion (a consequence 
of abdominal surgery). The patient is able to re- 
cover faster, and for a working woman, that means 
less time off from work and family" 

‘And yet we can safely say that few Filipino 
women are aware that there is an alternative to 
traditional surgery for most gynecologic disor- 
ders. Unless her doctor suggests it, or she already 
knows about it, a woman can hardly be expected 
to opt for endoscopy instead of surgery. 


THE TROUBLE, says Dr. Tan, is that “not every- 
body, not every gynecologist, can perform en- 
doscopy.” Out of some 3,000 members of the 
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Philippine Obstetrical and Gynecological Soci- 
ety (POGS), only 4 percent, from 150-200, be- 
long to PSGE. And if an ob-gyn does not know 
how to perform endoscopy, or doesn't even 
know about it, he or she isn’t likely to endorse 
the procedure to a patient. 

“There is a learning curve to hurdle,” says 
Dr. Zaida Gamilla, a consultant at the UST Hos- 
pital, “It takes time to develop competence in 
the use of endoscopy, and until recently there 
was no local training available.” 

"And not everyone who trains in endoscopy 
will end up a good endoscopist,” adds Tan. “You 
need to overcome first of all your fear of change, 
of the unfamiliar, and then develop patience as 
you gain competence in the procedure.” 

Endoscopy, he notes, “is a completely differ- 
ent form of surgery.” For one thing, instead of 
cutting into a patient and seeing the insides di- 
rectly, a surgeon works with a probe, using a 
monitor to show the way and handling minia- 
turized instruments. 

“It’s like you're playing video games,” ad- 

mits Dr. German Tan Cardoso, a consultant 
with East Avenue. “With endoscopy, hand-eye 
coordination is very important." 
ANOTHER factor hampering the increased use of 
endoscopy is cost. A basic unit, including the 
probe and monitor, costs about P5 million and, 
depending on other required attachments, may 
total P10 million. 

"Most private hospitals will hesitate to invest 
such a huge amount on technology unless they're. 
sure they can recover the costs," remarks Dr. Tan. 
While charges vary from hospital to hospital, and 
depends on the type of procedure, on average, an 
endoscopic procedure costs about P200,000. At 


East Avenue, however, a patient cleared for en- 
doscopy can avail of it for only P10,000, the sub- 
sidized cost made possible by an arrangement be- 
tween the manufacturer/supplier and the hospi- 
tal, with the machinery “on loan” on condition 
that East Avenue doctors use it to train other doc- 
tors. 

‘Another requirement which can drive up costs 
is that a surgeon/endoscopist needs to work with 
a team: an anesthesiologist (the required type of 
anesthesia also makes the procedure expensive), 
a technician, a nurse and an assisting surgeon, all 
of whom need to be trained as well in endoscopy. 

Dr. Gamilla bemoans the frequent turnover of 

trained nurses: "Almost as soon as I have trained 
one nurse on the procedure, I lose her to a job 
abroad and have to train another one all over 
again!” 
BUT even if the ob-gyn or the entire medical 
‘community in the Philippines suddenly wakes 
up and discovers the wonders of endoscopy, 
“we would still be left behind by the rest of the 
world,” says Dr. Tan Cardoso. Not only has en- 
doscopy been accepted and popularized in 
other countries, including our neighbors like 
Singapore, he says, in developed countries, 
surgeons have already discovered robotics, 
performing procedures while guiding mecha- 
nized “surgeons,” or performing them even 
from a remote location. 

Dr. Tan Cardoso himself has “shocked” the gy- 
necology-oncology community by demonstrat- 
ing how endoscopy can be used for the treat- 
ment and management of cancers, "something 
that just wasn't done before,” says Dr. Gamilla. 

Indeed, if only doctors are more willing "to 
open new perspectives in their work,” says Dr. 
Gamilla, who knows how much farther we can 
go with endoscopy? 

But the biggest factor in making endoscopy 
more available to Filipino women, say the doc- 
tors, are the women themselves. “If more 
women knew about it and asked their doctors 
about it, then more of us would invest in train- 
ing and equipment, and more women could 
avail themselves of endoscopy's advantages." 


Ateneo’s Rizal Library 


THEY SAY THAT IF YOU ASK A FISH TO DES- 
cribe its surroundings, the last thing it will de- 
scribe will be the water, 

We also tend to ignore our surroundings and it 
is only recently that have re-discovered the Rizal 
Library of the Ateneo de Manila University that 
has changed so much since I used it as a college 
student two decades ago. I don't know why 1 
overlooked the library for so long. Since itis liter- 
ally within spitting distance from my office win- 
dow, I wouldn’t have had to travel elsewhere to 
do research for pleasure or for this column, 

In the past month, I have begun to explore re- 
search centers for fresh material. I visited the Na-, 
tional Library to see its newly inaugurated sec- 
tion, which contains the papers of Ferdinand 
Marcos that may yet provide new ways of looking 
at the Marcos years. Then there is the Lopez Mu- 
seum that has a very dynamic exhibition program 
that gives readers in its signature collection of Fil- 
ipiniana a respite from research. In years past, 
there was just the static collection of Rizaliana 
papers and artifacts that supplemented its fa- 
mous collection of paintings by Juan Luna and Fe- 
lix Resurreccion Hidalgo on display. I seemed to 
be the only one interested to see these things 
more than once, but now that they have asked 
young artists to give us a contemporary look at 
these old masters, the galleries have become 
quite modern, very contemporary. 

Closer to work is the University of the Philip- 
pines Main Library in Diliman that I visited to sur- 
vey the various papers in its archives. After I got 
my first UP faculty library card 19 years ago, I 
spent whole mornings in the Filipiniana section 
going through the stacks looking at books indi- 
Vidually shelf by shelf to survey the landscape 
and found materials I did not even know existed. 
‘There were huge dusty scrapbooks in the periodi- 
cals section that provided materials arranged by 
topic, It was there that read so many obscure but 
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engaging articles on Rizal. I could only groan and 
imagine if these scrapbooks had not been com- 
piled and one had to dig up all these periodicals 
in search of the national hero. 

The Rizal Library occupies the same white 
seemingly window-less building that 1 fre- 
quented as an undergraduate student. It now 
has an annex that used to be called the 
[Josephine] “Bracken Wing” because, as some 
wags used to say, "nakakabit kasi sa Rizal Li- 
brary.” Even then 1 was already interested in 
Filipiniana and gained a bit of a reputation af- 
ter 1 did a term paper on Nora Aunor that re- 
quired going over a decade of komiks and 
movie magazines. The librarians gave me a 
knowing look whenever they saw me, betray- 
ing either their loyalty to Nora or Vilma Santos 
and not knowing that I was not interested in the 
person. Rather I was studying the behavior of 
fans who made a cult over a blonde walking 
doll called Maria Leonora Theresa that they 
hoped and imagined to be the daughter of Nora 
and her on-screen beau Tirso Cruz Ш. Even 
then, I couldn't imagine the fanaticism that 
made a doll a holy relic which they showered 
with gifts, toys, fan mail and money! 

When I visited the Filipiniana periodicals sec- 
tion this week, I noticed that they had current 
items, from the sosyal Philippine Tatler to old fa- 
vorites like Weekend Magazine, the Sunday sup- 
plement of the defunct Philippines Daily Express 
where I began my writing career deadline racing 


with Ricky Lo. This time I was not half as excited 
over popular magazines and I pored over defunct 
academic journals like the Journal of East Asiatic 
Studies. I was pleasantly surprised to discover 
that they also have an online index to Philippine 
periodicals that lists all my IQumem columns 
from the year 2000 or even earlier. This will save 
me the trouble of listing all my published work. 

The Filipiniana section is stil in the same place, 
though the collection is larger and the staff has cor- 
respondingly grown bigger. When I used to fre- 
quent the place, I knew where I could find the books 
T needed even without looking. Even today the li 
brarians would laugh when Г ask for a book, de- 
scribing its size, shape and color. I would even givea 
hint to its location by saying upper or lower shelf, 
but today the books keep shifting so you have to use 
the Online Public Access Catalogue (OPAC) that can 
be consulted from anywhere in the world, thus 
preparing one for a physical visit to the library. 

Checking out books does not mean having to 
fill out a library card and the yellow cards in 
brown envelopes at the inside back cover of the 
books anymore, They swipe your ID and scan bar- 
‘codes very much as they do in grocery check-out 
counters. One wonders where the old yellow 
cards were placed because in them we have the 
signatures of previous borrowers, some of them 
eminent like Horacio de la Costa, Doreen Fernan- 
dez, Rolando Tinio and Gilda Cordero Fernando. 

‘The library also houses more than books. There 
are glass cases filled with pre-historic Philippine 
‘earthenware as well as porcelain from China, Cam- 
bodia, Vietnam and Thailand, which prove that we 
had some link to inter-island trade long before Mag- 
ellan sailed into our shores. I will leave comment on 
the Trinidad H, Pardo de Tavera Collection and the 
‘American Historical Collection for a future column, 
but think! must use this resource more.

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September’s heroes 


EVERY DAY WE'RE BOMBARDED WITH NEWS ABOUT 
seams and scoundrels, making me wonder if perhaps we 
might end up glorifying these forms of low life. September is 
particularly problematic as we remember Ferdinand Marcos 
(whose birthday was on the 11th) and martial law (declared 
оп Sept. 23 but commemorated on Sept. 21 because of Mar- 
os’ belief in magical numbers). 

Now the Con- 
stantino Foundation, 
set up by the family 
for the late national- 
ist historian Renato 
Constantino, is offer- 
ing a new take on 
September through 
a project called "Re- 
claiming Public Space, Recapturing Memory.” Today, the 
foundation is turning over murals produced by the art group 
Tutok to the Makati and San Juan city governments, both 
with nationalist themes and with the intent of reminding the. 
public about two often forgotten Filipino heroes. One mural, 
“Biyaheng Kasarinlan,” will be installed at Ospital ng Makati 
at 10:30 this morning while “Daluyong” will be unveiled at 
1:30 this afternoon at the San Juan City Hall. 

Red Constantino sent me a rough study of the murals and 
a description which tells me the murals are going to be quite 
educational in an innovative way. Here's a hint: The road to 
independence in Makati's mural will include an electric jeep 
and Macario Sakay commandeering a horse. The San Juan 
mural will have Lean Alejandro in conspiratorial whispers 
with Emilio Jacinto. 

Most readers would recognize Emilio Jacinto's name, but 
Lean Alejandro and Macario Sakay are not as well known, 
which is why the Constantino Foundation is pushing for pub: 
lic space to bring forth the unsung heroes of our times. 

Rebel barber 

Lean Alejandro is, to some extent, still remembered, hav. 
ing been a very visible youth activist during the martial law 
era, with the University of the Philippines as his base. He was 
assassinated in 1987, barely a year after the Marcos dictator- 
ship was overthrown, by still unknown gunmen, although 
it’s widely believed he was wiped out by Right-wing forces 
who were worried about the return of democracy to the 
Philippines. Lean was only 27. 

Iwanted to write more about Macario Sakay, who jumped. 
into public awareness all too briefly a few years back with 
the movie "Sakay," but has since receded from our minds, 1 
‘was shocked at how little there was in the mass media about 
his 100th death anniversary last week, Sakay having been 
executed by the Americans on Sept. 13, 1907. 

On the other hand, the silence about Sakay isn't surpris- 
ing, given the way history is written by the victors. I did find 
two articles on the Internet (do a search using “Sakay” com- 
bined with authors "Paul Flores" and ‘Joseph Scalice") that 
offer intriguing glimpses into Sakay' life, showing him to be 
truly a hero for our times. (Do a google search using “Sakay” 
combined with author “Paul Flores,” then another with 
“Joseph Scalice”.) 

‘We know he was born in 1870 in Tondo, but we don't have 
an exact birthday. Sakay was his mother’s surname, which 
suggests he was born out of wedlock. He worked as a tailor, а 
barber and an actor in the comedia and moro-moro. He 
joined the Katipunan and belonged to the faction of Andres 
Bonifacio and Emilio Jacinto, organizing cells in what is 
Rizal province today. 

Afer the Americans occupied the Philippines, Sakay 
moved briefly into legal politics as secretary of the Nacional- 
ista Party, but the Americans passed an Anti-Sedition Law 
which effectively banned such political parties. Sakay went. 
underground again, was captured in June 1902 but released 
а month later under an amnesty. Not surprisingly, he re- 
turned to guerrilla war, fighting not just the Americans but 
against Filipinos who he felt had been bought. Together with 
other guerrillas, he established the Republika ng Katagalu- 
gan. Sakay's use of "Tagalog" continued a tradition started 
by Andres Bonifacio, who preferred the term to "Filipinas" 
and "Filipino" used by Emilio Aguinaldo and his elite repub- 
lican forces. Sakay, as president of the Republika ng Kata- 
galugan, issued a proclamation in May 1902 declaring that 
the country, to include "Jolo, Mindanao, Kabisayaan, 
Kailokohan," would be called “Kapuluang Katagaluga: 
Tagalog Archipelago. 

Sakay remained in the hills, with support from the local 
population, and was able to expand their ope 
Cavite and Batangas. Sadly, with the help of Fili 
Americans were able to trick Sakay to come down from the 
hills with a promise that he and his soldiers would be grant- 
ed amnesty and given a chance to work, through an assem- 
bly, toward independence. Sakay enjoyed freedom for 13 
days, before he was arrested, tried and executed, under the. 
Brigandage Act, a law that ostensibly was against banditry 
but targeted more political acts. 

It is not surprising that Sakay appeals to artists. This bar- 
ber turned rebel was a non-conformist in many ways. Yes, as 
he was depicted in the movie, Sakay did grow his hair long, 
as did his followers, which was considered quite odd in his 
time. The documents of the Republika ng Katagalugan were 
also quite direct in their criticism of the Filipino elite and the 
Ick ofunity because of their desire for "silver and wealth.” 

‘Loob 

‘The Tagalog Republic was also clear with its egalitarian 
views, envisioning a society where no one would be consid- 
егей better than the other by virtue of skin color, wealth or 
education. I think the Tagalog version is even more eloquent: 
“Sino mang tagalog tungkol anak dito sa Kapuluang Katagalu- 
gan, ay walang itatangi sino man tungkol sa dugo gayon din sa. 
kulay ng balat ng isa't isa; maputi, maitim, mayaman, dukha, 
marunong at mangmang lahat ay magkakapantay na walang 
higit at шал...” 

Sakay called for unity in a very Tagalog way—magkaisa 
ang loob—an inner unity of the self, and yet transcending 
one's selfish and sectarian interests. 

Sakay’s story resonates today for a nation that claims po- 
litical independence and yet is titillated when America's 
president calls out to our president, "Hey Gloria." We remain 
a people divided, our minds and bodies hostaged by dreams 
of leaving the country. Reading about the Brigandage Act re- 
minded me of our current Antiterrorism Law. 

Sakay resonates even beyond our borders. I smiled while 
reading that Sakay's arms and ammunition often came from 
the Americans, courtesy of the colonizers’ muchachos (ser- 
vants). Ies not surprising that the Americans today, in Iraq, 
face a similar problem, their arms finding their way to Iraqi 
"terrorists," 

Today we have buildings and highways named after 
American colonial officials. The Marcos name has been ap- 
pended on the national highway and on a state university, 
and many more major streets are named after him and a 
bevy of politicians that Sakay would call traitors. There is not 
a single street in the country, as far as 1 know, that is named 
after Sakay. A mural in Makati is a good start at reclaiming 
public spaces for heroes of our times,

Plea for elitist justice <n 


IN RECOMMENDING PARDON OR AMNESTY 
for former President Joseph Estrada, national 
security adviser Norberto Gonzales, other high 
officials of government, the Catholic Church 
and “civil society" are advocating “elitist jus- 
tice.” Under this kind, there is one law for the 
rich and another for the poor. 

There are thousands of “Jean Valjeans” in 
our prisons who serve out the full length of 
their sentences for stealing just a few hundred 
pesos or just some loaves of bread to feed their 
children who are hungry, or just to be able to 
buy medicine for their sick family members. 
Their basic crime, of course, is poverty.

In the case of Erap, he has been found guilty 
of “plundering” hundreds of millions of pesos. 
But that is not all. He was guilty of “betraying 
the public trust,” of deceiving the millions of 
people who had voted for him because they be- 
lieved he was as honest and heroically devoted 
to the interests of the poor and the oppressed, 
like the character he had depicted in his 
movies. 


Sen. Miriam Defen- 
sorSantagos ^ apologia 
for Erap, that he had not been found guilty of 
stealing "public funds," should not mitigate his 
crime. The jueteng loot he pocketed came from 
the countless poor, the millions who spent 
their hard-earned money to watch his movies, 
and who out of sheer desperation and hope- 
lessness shelled out their last soiled pesos in 
the hope of winning a prize, only to be cheated 
by the gambling operators protected by their 
idol. And to add insult to injury, Erap used this 
protection money to fund his luxurious 
lifestyle and that of his mistresses. It is horren- 
ously hypocritical for the religious and politi- 
cal lords who have condemned the jueteng 
lords to beg pardon for Erap. 

The truth is, our social elite believe they are 
superior people who are privileged and be- 
yond the pale of law.

Napocor on IPP rates and ‘failed’ privatization 


WE WOULD LIKE TO RESPOND TO THE 
power industry issues raised by Meralco in 
Neal Cruz's Sept. 10 column. 

1. Napocor and Meralco IPP (independent 
power producer) rates. 

Meralco's average cost of power purchased 
from its IPPs and from the National Power 
Corp. cannot be fairly compared directly. Mer- 
alco buys power from its IPPs on first priority 
basis, for continuous use and on long-term, 
guaranteed take-or-pay basis. Conversely, 
Meralco buys Napocor power for specific, 
"non-continuous" use. For the period cited in 
Meralco's response to Cruz's column, Meral- 
co's purchases from Napocor were 80 percent 
for peak hours (hence, more expensive at an 
average price of PS.5830/kWh); and only 20 
percent of cheaper, off-peak power at 
P1.9482/kWh—resulting in the average cost 
of P5.1869 for the month of July 2007. 

Аз а result of Meralco's bilateral contract with 
its IPPs, the latter are enjoying plant utilization 
factors ranging from 85 to 95 percent, while 
Napocor plants are used only 50 to 60 percent. 
Additionally, WESM statistics show that while 
the Meralco IPPs contribute only 18 percent to 
the installed capacity in the Luzon grid, it enjoys 
235 percent share of the energy sales volume. 

In the interest of reducing the generation 
charge, Napocor is willing to sign guaranteed 
bilateral contracts with Meralco on the same 
terms applied to Meralco IPPs at a maximum 
price of only P3.65/kWh, or 10 percent lower 
than the claimed P4.17/kWh of First Gas Sta. 


Rita, P3.79/kWh of FGP San Lorenzo, and the 
lowest P3.76/kWh of Quezon Power. 

2. Privatization of Napocor generation assets. 

Napocor does not have control of and nei- 
ther has it any say in the privatization of its 
generation assets which are now under the 
ownership of the Power Sector Assets and Lia- 
bilities Management Corp. (PSALM), as man- 
dated by the Electric Power Industry Reform 
Act (Epira). Accusations that Napocor is sabo- 
taging the country’s privatization are unfair, 
misplaced and totally untrue. 

For now, Napocor’s role is to assure the contin- 
ued supply of power while the privatization pro- 
gram is being implemented. It is limited only to 
the operation and maintenance of unsold gener- 
ation assets, and to the continuing provision of 
fuel supply as required by its IPP contracts. 

The failure of past privatization efforts (of 
the 600-MW Calaca Coal-Fired Thermal Power 
Plant and the delay in the 640-MW Masinloc 
Coal-Fired Thermal Power Plant) were more 
the result of the lack of bidders due to the ab- 
sence of long-term power supply agreements 
that need to be attached to the power assets. 
The transition supply contracts that are cur- 
rently allowed by the Epira are apparently not 
long enough for genuine IPPs. Eventually after 
resolving these issues, Masinloc was success- 
fully bid out, and at a good price, while Calaca 
is now scheduled for bidding.

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Spate of motorbike accidents alarms DOH 


By Jeannette I. Andrade 


THE DEPARTMENT OF HEALTH 
(DOH) yesterday expressed alarm 
over the growing mortality rate in 
motorcycle accidents in the country, 
the highest, it pointed out, among 
motor vehicles. 

In a Forum on Road Safety for 
Motorcycle Riders held yesterday 
morning in Quezon City, Undersec- 
retary for Health Operations Dr. 
Ethelyn Nieto said, "We should al- 
ready be alarmed by the statistics.” 

Nieto called attention to records of 
the Metro Manila Development Au- 
thority (MMDA) ‘Traffic Operations 
Center Metropolitan Road Safety Unit, 
"which said that from January to De- 
cember 2006, motorcycles "have the 
highest fatality accident rate with 122 
motorcycles involved or 23.60 percent 
of the total fatal accidents, followed by 
cars with 113 total or 21.86 percent.” 

Nieto also cited statistics from the 
‘Traffic Management Group (TMG), 
which said that out of the 14,202 traf- 
fic accidents in 2004, 3,010 or 21 per- 
cent, involved motorcycles. The num- 


bers rose the following year to 24 per- 
cent or 2,798 out of 11,425 accidents. 

“In the first two months of 2006 
alone, the TMG recorded a total of 
485 motorcycle accidents out of the 
total 1,364 accidents which ac- 
counted for 35 percent of total traf- 
fic accidents," the report said. 


Taken for granted 

Nieto said that the implementa- 
tion of safety precautions for motor- 
cycle riders had been taken for grant- 
ed even in the face of Land Trans- 
portation Office records from 2004 to 
2006 which disclosed that motorcy- 
des currently ranked third in motor. 
vehicle registration next to cars. 

"Unless we do something, the fa- 
talities (in motorcycle accidents) 
could double by 2020,” Nieto said. 

‘The undersecretary proposed a 
review of existing policies particu- 
larly that on helmet use as the most 
effective solution to reduce fatali- 
ties in motorcycle accidents. 

She said that the DOH and the 
"World Health Organization (WHO) 
were promoting the use of helmets 


through а multisector approach. 
“Road safety is a must with 3.5 million 
‘motorcycles in the country" Nieto said. 

She said that the leading causes 
of motorcycle accidents included 
the absence of safety equipment, 
overloading, over speeding and 
reckless driving, as when motorcy- 
Че riders wove in and out of traffic. 


Vital to safety 

The use of helmets, Nieto said, 
was vital to road safety, adding that 
the head and neck of a motorcycle 
rider needed to be protected. She 
also said that an increase in motor- 
cycle visibility and enhanced mo- 
torist awareness could save lives, 

For his part, Dr Soe Nyunt-U, 
WHO Representative in the Philip- 
pines, said: “Next to assault, road 
traffic crashes are the second leading 
cause of injury death for all ages. 
Studies have shown that motorcy- 
clists are the second most vulnerable 
road-user group next to pedestrians." 

“Wearing a helmet is the single most 
effective way of reducing head injuries 
and fatalities resulting from motorcy- 


dle and bicycle crashes. Motorcyclists who do 
not wear helmets are at a much higher risk of 
sustaining head injuries and from dying from 
these injuries,” the WHO representative said. 
He proposed the introduction of legislation 
‘making helmet use obligatory and the launch- 


ing of widespread education campaigns for 
both the members of the community and traf- 
fic enforcers. He suggested that the govem- 
ment could provide incentives and reduce dis- 
incentives, such as subsidies and exemptions of. 
helmets from taxes, to encourage helmet use.

“When you sought the legal 
opinion of the Department of Jus- 
tice, you were not sure whether it 
was a contract or an executive 
agreement?” said Lacson, who 
noted that in all prior legal opin- 
ions of the DOJ, a loan agreement 
was a must for an executive 
agreement. 


Loan prerequisite 

Since there was no loan agree- 
ment, Lacson said there could not 
have been an executive agreement 
and therefore the supply contract 
should have been covered by the 
mandatory bidding rule. 

"A loan is a prerequisite for it to 
become a loan agreement,” said 
Lacson. 

When Mendoza could not answer 
Lacson's demand for a definitive an- 
swer on the true nature of the sup- 
ply contract, Chief State Counsel 
Ricardo Paras Ш and Budget Secre- 
tary Rolando Andaya basically par- 
roted what Mendoza said—that the 
contract was an executive agree- 
ment that would only take effect 
upon the approval of a loan deal 
with China, 


Five steps 

Sen. Miriam Santiago summed 
up questions on the process in- 
volved in completing a govern- 
ment-to-government agreement on 
a loan-tied project. 

She asked Mendoza if the process 
involved the following: 

1. After the executive agreement 
is signed, the Department of Bud- 
get and Management will issue a 
forward obligation authority 
(FOA) saying the government has 


the resources to pay the proposed 
loan. 

2. Having received the FOA, 
Malacafiang gives the go-signal 
to the Department of Finance 
(DOF) to negotiate a loan for the 
project. 

3. The DOF talks to its foreign 
counterpart to finalize the loan. 

4, The Monetary Board reviews 
the loan agreement. 

5. Congress then approves the 
budget for the loan. 

Santiago also asked if, usually, 
the supply contract was signed after 
these steps had been completed, 

Mendoza agreed. However, he 
clarified that the sequence some- 
times changes depending on the 
rules of the foreign financial institu- 
tion extending the loan. 

“In Japan, for example, with JBIC 
Gapan Bank for International Co- 
operation), the executive agree- 
ment comes before the supply con- 
tract, 

But with China's Eximbank, it 
wants the conditional supply con- 
tract first,” Mendoza said. 


Exchange of notes 

Citing the Supreme Court ruling 
in Abaya v. Ebdane, Paras said his 
office took into consideration not 
only the loan but also the exchange 
of notes between the Japanese am- 
bassador and the Philippine foreign 
secretary, which was similar to the 
exchange of notes between the Chi- 
mese ambassador and then Presi 
dential Chief of Staff Michael De- 
fensor. 

Asan executive agreement and a 
foreign project, the deal was not 
only exempt from public bidding 
but also from the election ban on 
projects which needed the ap- 
proval of Chair Benjamin Abalos of 
the Commission on Elections, An- 
daya said. 
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"The contract signed by Secre-

China's Eximbank 

Sen. Alan Peter Cayetano point- 
ed out that in the reconstituted 
contract, it was clearly stated that 
“an executive agreement was en- 
tered into” between the Philip 
pines and China to bankroll the 
NBN through a loan agreement 
with the Export-Import Bank of 
China on the condition that the 
equipment and services came 
from 7ТЕ, 

The contract was reconstituted 
in May after copies of the con- 
tract (one for the Department of 
Transportation and Communica- 
tions [DOTC] and one for ZTE) 
were lost on the day they were 
signed. 

Sen. Aquilino Pimentel Jr. lec- 
tured the lawyer of the DOTC who 
had crafted the contract. 

"Make sure your clientis not put 
into trouble by the erroneous use 
of language. It is so patent to 
grade school pupils that it defies 
the credulity of this chamber. Why 
use ‘was’ when there is no con- 
tract? The wording is not based on 
the Supreme Court ruling but 
based on the fact before you,” said 
Pimentel. "You are fudging facts 
here. Somebody is trying to pull 
our leg here," 

Cayetano said that the contract. 
was misleading—from ZTE's point 
of view. Based on the contract, 
there was an executive agreement 
while the DOTC claimed there was 
none. 

Cayetano noted that if the con- 
tract was subject to the loan and the 
loan never came, "you would have 
violated the procurement law be- 
cause there was no bidding,” 


Before ‘Rolex 12,’ there was 
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Fidel Ramos, chief of the Philippine 
Constabulary (PC) ; Maj. Gen. Jose 
Rancudo, Air Force chief; Adm. Hi- 
lario Ruiz, Navy flag officer in com- 
mand; Maj. Gen. Fabian Ver; Brig. 
Gen. (then Col.) Ignacio Paz, chief 
of intelligence, the Joint General 
Staff; Brig. Gen. Tomas Diaz of the 
1st PC Zone; Brig. Gen. (then Col.) 
Alfredo Montoya, Metropolitan 
Command chief, Col. Romeo 
Gatan, provincial PC commander of 
Rizal and special projects officer. 

The civilians were Defense Secre- 
tary Juan Ponce Enrile and busi- 
nessman and Ambassador Eduardo 
Cojuangco. 

These closest advisers of Marcos 
were later called the “Rolex 12.” 
(The story goes that each of the 
men received a Rolex watch from 
Marcos himself. This was later de- 
nied repeatedly, but the name is still 
used to refer to the group.) 


“7 wise men’ 

In the Official Gazette report, 
Marcos said he met with the 12 men. 
"repeatedly, in all-night sessions at 
Pangarap, Malacafiang Park," five 
Or seven days before the actual 
proclamation." 

But according to a general inter- 
viewed by National College of Pub- 
lic Administration and Governance 
dean Alex Brillantes Jr, and quoted 
in his book, “Dictatorship and Mar- 
tial Law: Philippine Authoritarian- 
ism in 1972," six of the 12 knew of 
Marcos’ decision to impose martial 
law two months before the actual 
proclamation. 

Referred to as the “seven wise 
men” by Marcos’ civilian aides in 
Malacañang, the group—Marcos 
himself, Enrile, Ver, Diaz, Montoya, 
Gatan and Cojuangco—met in early 
July 1972 at the Pangarap rest 
house after a party held to celebrate 
the promotion of some military offi- 
cers. 

Per Brillantes’ account: Marcos 
disclosed his plan to use his emer- 
gency powers and told Enrile to 
“plan this out.” 

The group left the rest house 
and moved to the Presidential 
Command's headquarters, where 
Enrile assigned the tasks to those 
present. 

Montoya was to implement the 
declaration of martial law in Metro 
Manila, Diaz was to direct its imple- 
mentation in the First PC Zone, and 
Ver was to handle the “conclave in 
Malacafiang. 

One of the generals noticed 
Ramos' absence and asked Ver why 
he was not included, given that he 
was a Marcos relative. 

Ver replied: "I really don't know. 


.. That's how the President decides 
these things.” 

Brillantes said Enrile admitted 
later in an interview that it was he 
“who dictated the drafts [of Presi- 
dential Proclamation No. 1081- 
"Proclaiming a State of Martial Law 
in the. Philippines"), but that the 
President corrected them.” 

Enrile also reportedly said Co- 
juangco was involved because "he 
‘was the political leader trusted by 
the President to supervise the Cen- 
tral Luzon area.” 

Another general interviewed by 
Brillantes said Cojuangco was in- 
volved "because he had contact 
with, and knew how to handle, 
[Sen. Benigno "Ninoy"] Aquino.” 

Ninoy Aquino, who was assassi- 
nated on Aug. 21, 1983, was Mar- 
cos’ archenemy. His wife, former 
President Corazon Aquino, is a 
cousin of Cojuangco's. 


‘Omega 5” 

But of the Rolex 12, there were 
the “Omega 5," Tomas Diaz told the 
Inquirer yesterday. 

Diaz, apparently the lone sur- 
vivor of Omega 5, said this secret 
group (which supposedly included 
Ver) helped craft the decrees lead- 
ing to Proclamation 1081 even be- 
fore the Rolex 12 finalized the 
strongman’s plan. 

^^ native of Paoay, Ilocos Norte, 
Diaz said the Rolex 12 met in 1972 
to implement what the Omega 5 
had planned as early as 1970. 

Having been a member of the 
two groups, he said he had both a 
Rolex and an Omega watch. 

"Marcos wasa very detailed man. 
He started preparing in 1970," Diaz 
said in a phone interview. 

He said that at the time of the 
Omega S meetings he was PC 
provincial commander of Tarlac, a 
hotbed of insurgency and Ninoy 
Aquino's home province. 

During the Rolex 12 meetings in 
1972, he said, he was already com- 
mander of the 1st PC Zone, which 
had jurisdiction over Tarlac, Pam- 
panga and other provinces in Cen- 
tral Luzon. 

He retired in 1978 as deputy PC 
chief. 


‘About midnight” 

It was Montoya who recom- 
mended that the declaration be 
made at “about midnight,” when 
most of the radio and TV stations 
would be off the 

If martial law was to be declared 
during the day, Montoya had an al- 
ternate plan of blowing up all trans- 
mitter stations to cut off communi- 
cation. 

Ofthe*12 apostles,” only Rancu- 
do opposed the plan to declare 


martial law—a fight that he contin- 
wed until.his death on April 14, 
1987. 

Enrile stayed on as Marcos! de- 
fense secretary (later minister) un- 
til their breakup in February 1986. 

During martial law, Enrile, Co- 
juangco and Maria Clara Lobregat 
formed what militant farmers 
called the triumvirate for the imple- 
mentation of Marcos coconut 
levies. 

Enrile is now a member of the ad- 
ministration bloc in the Senate. 


Whereare they now? 

When Marcos fled in 1986 to 
Hawaii, where he died on Sept. 28, 
1989, Cojuangco and family went 
with him. 

In November 1989, Cojuangco 
ended his self-exile and came back 
in a private aircraft. Today, he is 
back as board chair of San Miguel 
Corp., the country’s largest firm, 
which he once controlled. 

He also chairs the central com- 
mittee of the Nationalist People's 
Coalition. 

Ramos joined Enrile in seizing 
the AFP headquarters in February 
1986 and both were hailed heroes 
of Edsa 1. 

President Corazon Aquino ap- 
pointed Ramos in 1986 as AFP chief 
of staff. In 1988, he became defense 
secretary. 

He was responsible for blocking 
six coup attempts against the 
Aquino administration. 

He served as President in 1992- 
1998. He is now chair emeritus of 
the ruling party, Lakas-CMD. 

Ver was one of the most feared 
and powerful men during Marcos’ 
iron rule, He was held responsible 
by human rights groups for the im- 
prisonment, torture and death of 
countless dissidents. 

He fled to Hawaii along with the 
Marcoses. 

He was charged by the majority 
members of the Agrava Fact-Find- 
ing Board as a principal in the 
double murder of Ninoy Aquino 
and Rolando Galman. But in late 
1985, the Sandiganbayan acquit- 
ted him and other military re- 
spondents. 

Ver was charged as an accom- 
plice in a new trial ordered by the 
Supreme-Court. But he was not 
tried in his absence and the case 
against him has been shelved. 

He died on Nov. 21, 1998, in 
Bangkok. 

Gatan, also among those be- 
lieved involved in the assassination 
of Ninoy Aquino, has likewise died, 
along with Espino and Paz. Eliza 
Victoria, Cyril Bonabente, Kate Pe- 
droso and Minerva Generalao, In-

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retary Leandro was clearly not on top of the 
technical, legal and financial details, 

Mendoza was consistently backstopped by 
his assistants, a justice official and two Cabinet 
secretaries almost every step of the way when 
queried on the benefits of the broadband net- 
work, the real status of the ZTE contract, and 
the loan that would fund the project. 

Mendoza virtually imperiled the Cabinet 
entourage that accompanied him to the 
Senate hearing when he declared to his 
opening statement: "If you will notice hon- 
orable senators, I have with me now Cabi- 
net members who have a hand in imple- 
menting the entire National Broadband 
Network project of our government." 

Sen. Aquilino Pimentel was incredulous 
when Mendoza claimed he was unaware of 
news reports that Romulo Neri, former 
head of the National Economic and Devel- 
opment Authority, was offered a bribe of 
P200 million which he rejected. 


Don't watch, read news 

“You don't read any newspapers Mr. Sec- 
retary? Considering that this concerns ZTE 
and you are the top man on the contract,” 
said Pimentel. 

“Our focus is the merit of the project. 1 
don't know what to believe in media any- 
more,” said Mendoza, 

Mendoza apparently does not only read 
newspapers, but also does not watch television. 

He claimed that President Macapagal-Ar- 
royo's husband, Jose Miguel, was a calm person 
and that he had never seen him "get angry" 

‘But when Sen. Alan Peter Cayetano asked if 
he saw Arroyo's outburst in the House ethics 
‘committee on TV during the probe of his al- 
leged secret bank account in Germany, Men- 
doza said with a sheepish grin: “I didn't watch." 

In a text message, Sen. Panfilo Lacson 
said Mendoza appeared “clueless” about 
many aspects of his job. 

“His undersecretaries and assistant secretaries 
must be having а field day each time a multibil- 
lion contract is in the offing,” Lacson said. 

Sen. Francis Escudero noticed that Men- 
doza relied too much on technical people, 
“even the budget secretary to answer ques- 
tions, which should not be the case because it 
is the Department of Transportation and Com- 
munications which he heads that is the lead 
and implementing agency [of the NBN deal]." 


Pleasantly surprised 

"The senators, who also tumed out in full 
force, were pleasantly surprised to find a num- 
ber of Cabinet men in the hall after Malacafiang 
had snubbed the first hearing on Tuesday. 

Ms Arroyo's officials had also snubbed Sen- 
ate hearings on the “Hello Garci" wiretapping 
scandal and hearings on military related bills. 

Eighteen of 22 senators, including Sen- 
ate President Manuel Villar Jr, attended 
the hearing. 

Ermita told reporters the Cabinet offi- 
cials were there upon the orders of Ms Ar- 
royo to give “moral support" to Mendoza 
and Trade Secretary Peter Favila who had 
snubbed the first hearing. 

Mendoza brought with him Assistant 
Secretaries Lorenzo Formoso Ш and 
Ernesto Soneja and a team from the Na- 
tional Bureau of Investigation.

Sorsogon City 
sounds alarm 
over losses 

from red tide 


SORSOGON GITY—THE CITY 
government has sounded the alarm 
as losses continued to mount, now 
reaching P70 milion, as a result of 
the persistent presence of red tide 
at the Sorsogon Bay. 

City Mayor Leovic Dioneda 
said the recent consultative 
meeting among local govern- 
ment unis that suffered the 
plague's effects gave a picture of 
the worsening condition of the 
bay, which had brought hardship 
to more than 6,000 families. 

He said the figure represent- 
ed the losses incurred by the 
fishermen as well as losses in- 
curred by local businessmen 
who export shell fish products 
to Metro Manila and abroad.

Dioneda invited the local offi- 
cals of Magallanes, Casiguran, 
Juban and Castilla towns to a 
meeting, together with officials 
from the Bureau of Fisheries and 
Aquatic Resources and the Bicol 
University Research and Develop- 
ment Center, in an attempt to come 
up with a comprehensive solution.

New sighting 
of RP eagles 
encourages 
conservation 


PENABLANCA, CAGAYAN—AT 
least three new sightings of the 
endangered Philippine eagle 
(Pithecophaga jeffery) were 
recorded recently at the Peñ 
ablanea protected landscape and 
seascape here, prompting con 
servationists to be upbeat on el 
forts to protect the national bird. 
Dr. Artemio Antolin, Conserva 
tion Intemational (CI biodiversity 
corridor program director, said the 
sightings came following seven 
sightings along the Northem Sier 
та Madre natural park in Isabela. 


Logging survivors 

“These Philippine eagles have 
been seen but their nesting and 
breeding sites have yet to be 
identified. This information is 
promising ... even though com. 
mercial logging had been ram. 
pant in the 1970s to the 1980s 
along the Sierra Madre moun 
tain ranges,” he said. 

‘The Philippine eagle, a forest 
raptor described as one of the 
three most critically endan 
gered species in the world, be 
Tongs to the 118 species of birds 
seen in the Pefiablanca protect 
ed area, Antolin said. 

At least 56 species, or 47 per 
cent, of the birds in the park аге 
endemic, he added. 


Endemic owls 

CI records said at least 178 
species of fauna (birds, doves, rep. 
tiles and bats) have been recorded 
їп the park, with 54 percent oí 
them classified as endemic. 

Four endemic owls have been 
seen in the park. 

"The park possesses a wealth ої 
biological diversity In fact, it is one 
of the most important bird areas 
worldwide and a conservation pri- 
rity in the country" Antolin said. 

Antolin and other CI officials 
last week entered into a refor 
estation agreement with the Toy 
ota Motor Corp., the Pefiablanca 
local government and the De 
partment of Environment and 
Natural Resources for the 1,772 
hectare reforestation project in 
five villages in Pefiablanca’s pro 
tected landscape and seascape.

CI records said the Pefiablan- 
ca protected area has а 118,781 
hectare forest and marine area. 
It is connected to the Northern 
Sierra Madre natural park, 
which has 476,588-hectare ma- 
rine and terrestrial ecosystems. 

"The forest of Pefiablanca is а 
haven of endemic flora and fauna 
that is the richest in the world and 
considered as one of the country’s 
last remaining old growth and

ARMED FORCES CHIEF GEN. HERMOGENES 
ESperon Jr. has confirmed that the government 
has uncovered a new plot to destabilize the gov- 
ernment. 

Esperon told reporters au- 
thorities have been monitoring 
attempts to recruit officers and 
men once again for destabiliza- 
tion attempts, using "flimsy" and. 
"old" issues against the military. 

Esperon did not identify 
those behind the recruitment, 
citing "operational purposes." 

But he said he was confident. 
the attempt to get soldiers to 
turn against the government 


would fail. 

Moreover, he said those re- 
cruited were also always aban- 
doned by the destabilizers. 

"Too bad for them [the desta- 
bilizers], our soldiers are im- 
bued with the idea that itis only 
through the chain of command 
that we should be performing 
our duties,” Esperon said.

SPD chief is Manila’s top cop

THE PHILIPPINE NATIONAL PO- 
lice will implement today a re- 
shuffle of its police commanders 
in the metropolis. 


Deputy Director General Avelino Razon, 
PNP deputy chief for administration, an- 
nounced yesterday that Senior Supt. Danilo 
Abarzosa, the acting chief of the Manila Po- 
lice District, would take over as head of the 
PNP Academy. 

Abarzosa, who is an alumni of the PNPA, 
will replace Senior Supt. Nestor Fajura, the 
academy's acting director. 

Chief Supt. Roberto Rosales, the head of 
the Southern Police District, will succeed 
‘Abarzosa as MPD chief, considered an im- 
portant post because the police district is in 
charge of securing Malacafiang. 

Lim's choice 

“Finally, the (Manila) mayor has made a 
choice and that is General Rosales,” Razon 
said, referring to Mayor Alfredo Lim. 

Lim earlier expressed his desire for Abar- 
zosa to stay on as MPD chief because he 
was “doing a good job.” 

Replacing Rosales at the SPD is Eastern 
Police District director, Chief Supt. Luizo 
Ticman. 

The SPD has jurisdiction over the citi 
Makati, Pasay, Parafiaque, Taguig, Las 
and Muntinlupa. 

Moving over to the EPD is Chief Supt. 
Leon Nilo dela Cruz, who is assigned to the 
National Capital Region Police Office. The 
EPD covers the areas of Pasig, Mandaluy- 
ong, San Juan and Marikina. 

A mass turnover of the affected police 
commands will be held at 9 a.m. today at 
the headquarters of the NCRPO in Camp 
Bagong Diwa, Bicutan, Taguig City. 

“This reshuffle has been long overdue. 
There are quite a number of police officials 
who are retiring from the service,” said 


Supt. Rhodel Sermonia, NCRPO spokesper- 
son. “It's just a changing of the guard,” he 
added. 

Rosales, meanwhile, said that his reas- 
signment to the MPD is a lateral move and 
not a promotion at all. 

“Iwas being groomed for the MPD asear- 
ly as 2004. It’s a lateral move,” he said over 
the phone 

Rosales promised to lower the incidence 
of street crimes in Manila once he assumes 
his new post. 

“The bottom line is, like what I did at the 
SPD, to reduce the level of fear among resi- 
dents. I ask all residents to help me in main- 
taining peace and order,” he added. 

Rosales took over as SPD chief in Decem- 
ber 2006.

Makati police eye inside job angle in botched rob try

THE POLICE OF MAKATI ARE LOOK- 
ing into the possibility that Wednesday's 
botched robbery on a busy intersection 
which left two men dead and two oth- 
ers wounded was an inside job. 

Makati police chief, Supt. Gilbert 
Cruz, said it was likely that the six 
suspects, who remained at large, had 
known in advance that their targets 
were carrying more than P6 million 


after a visit to the bank. 

But he refused to identify any par- 
ticular group or individual that might. 
have been responsible for the attack 
and added that other angles were be- 
ing pursued. 

Cruz said they would interview at 
least three persons who witnessed the in- 
cidentat the intersection of Gil Puyat and

CAIRO, EGYPT—OSAMA BIN 
Laden will release а new message 
soon declaring war on Pakistani 
President Pervez Musharraf, al- 
Qaida announced Thursday. 

The announcement of the up- 
Coming message came as al- 
Qaida released a new video in 
which Bin Laden’s deputy, Ay- 
man al-Zawahri, boasted that 
the United States was being de- 
feated in Afghanistan, Iraq and 
other fronts. Speakers in the 
video promised more fighting in 
Alghanistan, North Africa and 
Sudan's Darfur region. 

The messages are part of a 
stepped-up propaganda cam- 
paign by al-Qaida around the 
anniversary of the Sept. 11, 
2001 attacks against the World 
‘Trade Center and the Pentagon. 
Earlier this month, Bin Laden re- 
leased two messages—including 
his first new appearance in a 
video in nearly three years 

A banner posted on an Islam- 
ic militant website on Thursday 
advertised that another mes- 
sage would be released, though 
it did not say whether Bin 
Laden would appear in video or 
speak in an audiotape. 

“Soon, God willing: ‘Come to 
Jihad (holy war),’ from sheik 
Osama bin Laden, God protect 
him" the banner read. 


"Urgent, al-Qaida declares 
war on the tyrant Pervez 
Musharraf and his apostate 
army, in the words of Osama bin 
Laden," it read. 

Such advertisements usually 
precede the release of the video 
by one to three days, according 
to IntelCenter, a US counterter- 
rorism group that monitors mil- 
itant messages. 

The 80-minute video re- 
leased Thursday on the same 
website was in the style of a 
documentary, intersplicing the 
speech by Al-Zawahri with 
footage from the 9/11 attacks, 
interviews with experts and of- 
ficials taken from Western and 
Arab television stations and old 
footage and audiotapes of Bin 
Laden. 

Al-Zawahri began by con- 
demning the Pakistani mili- 
tarys July assault on Islamic 
militants who took over the Red 
Mosque in Islamabad, and he 
paid tribute to one of the mili- 
tants’ leaders, Abdul Rashid 
Ghazi, who was killed in the 
fighting, 

‘The siege “revealed the ex- 
tent of the despicableness, low- 
liness and treason of Musharraf 
and his forces, who don't de- 
serve the honor of defending 
Pakistan, " Al-Zawahti said. AP

THE PHILIPPINES YIELDED A CURRENT AC- 
count surplus of $3.7 billion in the first 
semester, up 42 percent from last year’s fig- 
ure, the Bangko Sentral ng Pilipinas reported 
yesterday. 

Monetary authorities attributed this de- 
velopment to robust inflows from overseas 
workers and lower trade deficit. 

‘The hefty expansion in surplus reflected 
the sharp rise in net current transfers due to 
strong remittances from overseas Filipinos, 
which rose by 13.4 percent to $6.6 billion 
during the same period last year. 

Also, the trade-in-goods deficit narrowed 
by 11.4 percent to $3 billion from last year's 
deficit of $3.4 billion as export growth out- 
paced the increase in import expenditures, 

“The key export drivers were manufac- 
tures—mainly electronics, machinery and 
transport, chemicals, wood, processed food 
and beverages—and iron and steel, miner- 
als, petroleum products, fruits and vegeta- 
bles and other agro-based products,” BSP 
Governor Amando Tetangco Jr. said. 

During the period, export earnings went 
up 7.3 percent while import bill rose by on- 
ly 4.9 percent. 

The first-semester current account re- 
sulted in a balance of payments surplus of 
$3.2 billion during the period, up 56.8 per- 
cent from the $2-billion surplus a year ago. 

The BOP measures the foreign exchange 
transactions between the domestic econo- 
myandtherestoftheworld. — - 

‘The current account, a major component: 
of the balance of payments, includes trade- 
in-goods and income accounts. 

For the full year, the BSP expects ће current 
‘account to go up to as much as $6.4 billion. 

The regulator also sees a BOP surplus of 
$6.3 billion by year's end. 
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to 4.6 percent the gains in the past two days. 

It was the index’s highest level since July

THE CHOICE OF ORGANIC FER- 
tilizers, over inorganic varieties, 
may be viewed in the context of a 
story about Mang Jose. He was seen 
by Mang Pedro hurriedly cutting 
wood with a dull saw to meet a one- 
month production volume target. 

Mang Pedro asked, “why don't 
you stop cutting wood and sharpen 
your saw first?” 

Mang Jose replied, "I don't have 
time to do that. Can't you see I'm 
rushing?” 


Long vs short term 

Tn that story, Mang Jose's decision 
to continue using the dull saw might 
be correct in the short term, but fool- 
ish in the long run. The decision to 
overuse chemical fertilizers is simi- 
lar to Mang Jose's decision. 

With increased demand for food 
caused by our rapidly burgeoning 
population, we have begun to rely 
heavily on chemical fertilizers to 
rapidly increase production. In the 
short run, this has been effective. 

But as we use more chemical fertil- 
izers, our land becomes less fertile. 
This has led us to use even more such 
fertilizers, thus resulting in a danger- 
ous downward spiral. This kind of 
agriculture is simply not sustainable 

Based on the data compiled by Flo- 
rence Mojica-Sevilla of the University 
of Asia and the Pacific, imported 
chemical fertilizers in 2005 have more 
than doubled from the 2001 levels, 
while domestic product sales have 
been cut in half (see table on the 
right), For organic fertilizers, volume 
has tripled. But sadly, it is still less 
than 1 percent of chemical fertilizers. 

Chemical fertilizer prices have also 
become a heavy burden for farmers to 
bear. The price of urea has more than 
doubled, while that of 14-14-14 has 
increased by more than 85 percent.

A strong case can be made for the 
desirability and urgency of using or- 
ganic fertilizers. Given the impact of 
global warming, climate change and 
increased environmental degrada- 
tion, we must now prioritize the 
restoration of ecological balance. The 
use of chemical fertilizer not only 
damages our soil fertility, which we 
need to produce our food, it also 
threatens our health and well-being. 
Many chemical ferdliz- 
ers today cannot just 
be washed off with wa- 
ter. They penetrate and become part 
of the food we eat. However, moving 
immediately and completely to or- 
ganic fertilizers is often not realistic. 
One of the agencies I supervised 
at the Department of Agriculture 
(DA) was the Bureau of Soils and 
Water Management. Its research, 
which I witnessed first-hand, 
showed that when one moves to 
purely organic fertilizers in one sea- 
son, production generally drops. 
The recommended approach is to 
usea balanced fertilization strategy, 
using an optimal combination of or- 
ganic and chemical fertilizers for a 
given site. The organic fertilizer 
component restores the important

macro and micro nutrients needed 
to recover soil fertility, while the 
chemical fertilizer help sustain pro- 
duction volume. In the long run, 
production volume increases with 
the rise in use of organic fertilizers. 


Success story 

Roberto Salido (0917-5342378), 
president of Sagana Inc. and former 
president of the Organic Fertilizer 
Manufacturers Associa- 
tion, has made a break- 
through. This is consis- 
tent with the many awards Salido has 
received, such as the Panday-Pira 
Award from the Office of the President, 
Most Outstanding Inventor Award 
from the Department of Science and 
Technology and the Golden Medal 
‘Award from the World Intellectual 
Property Organization. He has also 
published an acclaimed article, “The 
Growing Tragedy of the Sick Soil’ 

Salido has formulated a balanced 
fertilization package which uses a 
chemical component of only 5 per- 
cent, which produces an immediate 
increase in yield. Examples of these 
achievements are seen in many 
parts of the country today covering 
crops such as rice, corn and sugar. 


But he, and other organic fertilizer 

manufacturers like him, are receiving 
inadequate attention and support. 

During the last six years, the DA 
granted a loan to 10 organic fertilizer 
manufacturers of P1 million each. We 
applaud the DA for this, but hope that, 
with Secretary Arthur Yap at the helm, 
this kind of support will increase si 
nificantly. According to Salido, this 
can be done in various ways, such as 
systematic technology transfer, in- 
creased training, and a greater loan 
allocation for organic fertilizers. 

It is hoped that the DA will change 
the current trend of chemical fertiliz- 
er overuse. The DA should instead in- 
tensify its innovative organic agricul- 
ture program, and provide more sup- 
port for organic fertilizers. This will 
result in increasing farmer incomes, 
ensuring food security, safeguarding 
our peoples health, and restoring 
our nation's ecological balance.

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Philip Morris chooses Subic 
as site for $20-M tobacco hub

PHILIP MORRIS PHILIPPINES MANUFAC- 
turing Inc. has chosen to set up its $20-mil- 
lion tobacco warehouse complex in Subic 
instead of going to Singapore, Malaysia and 
Hong Kong. 

“This decision shows PMPMI's confi- 
dence in Subic when it comes to efficiency 
and cost effectiveness, as well as the attrac- 
tiveness of the country’s investment envi- 
ronment in general,” said SBMA adminis- 
trator Armand C. Arreza in a joint state- 
ment with PMPMI managing director Chris 
Nelson. 

Nelson said PMPI would put in an initial 
$600,000 to repair a US Navy-era ware- 
house and widen Switzerland-based Philip 
Morris International's transshipment oper- 
ations in Asia-Pacific. 

The refurbished warehouse is expected 
to be ready for use by the first week of 
November, as PMPMI has scheduled the 
first transshipment for Nov. 9. 

Nelson said the company chose Subic for its 
regional hub because ofits cost advantages and 
its proximity to РМРМІЗ Batangas factory. 

‘The existing warehouse can hold six mil- 
lion tons of tobacco leaf while a new facility 
to be put up in 2009 can store 25 lion. 
tons of tobacco leaves. 

Nelson said PMPMI now exports 
cigarettes to Thailand, French Polyne- 
sia, Micronesia and Hong Kong; pro-

Nelson explained that by buying flue- 
cured tobacco leaf from the Ilocos region, 
traditional Burley tobacco from Pangasi- 
nan and Burley tobacco from Is- 
abela—which PMPMI helped devel- 
op—the firm directly benefits some 
37,000 tobacco growers. 

He said putting up the Subic regional 
leaf warehouse would further increase 
PMPMI's purchases of the Isabela Burley 
variety, which is the only Philippine- 
grown tobacco to pass international stan- 
dards. 

Nelson said the firm had gradually in- 
creased its local purchases from less 
than 500 tons in 2001, to almost 1,500 
tons in 2003, and close to 2,000 tons in 
2005. 

PMPI expects its purchases of local to- 
bacco leaves to exceed 3,000 tons this 
year.

US Fed rate cut 
boosts peso 
bonds trading.

THE SHARP CUT IN THE US FEDERAL RE- 
serve's key interest rate boosted the trading 
of peso-denominated bonds at the coun- 
try's fixed income exchange. 

‘The volume of Philippine government se- 
curities traded at the Philippine Dealing & 
Exchange Corp. (PDEx) platform reached a 
record of P26.03 billion on Wednesday as 
the 50-basis point cut in the US Fed’s rate 
triggered euphoria across global markets. 

‘The volume surpassed the previous high 
of P16.468 billion recorded last July 13, the 
fixed-income exchange said in a statement. 

‘Trading activity at the PDEx fixed income 
platform covered a wide range of bench- 
mark tenors. The most actively traded secu- 
rity was the fixed-rate treasury note 
(FXTN) tenor which will mature in Febru- 
ary 2010. Other actively traded notes were 
FXTNs with remaining tenor of more than 
nine years as well as the FXTNs that are 
falling due in 2013. 

“This isa very much welcomed development 
‘because it suggests that investors are looking at 
our capital market and are apparently comfort- 
able with both either short- and long-term se- 
curities;" PDEx president Cesar Crisol said.

THE PHILIPPINE STOCK EX- 
change (PSE) yesterday said its 
board had approved the early 
implementation of the Philip- 
pine Mineral Reporting Code 
(PMRC), the rules that would 
govern the reporting of activi- 
ties of mining companies. 

PMRC sets minimum stan- 
dards, recommendations and 
guidelines for public reporting 
of mining firms' exploration re- 
sults, mineral resources and ore 
reserves in the Philippines. 

In a memorandum to brokers, 
the PSE said had required mining 
firms to comply with the code im- 
mediately or beginning yesterday. 
The codes implementation was 
previously set for January 2008. 

PMRC provides for stricter 
disclosure rules for mining 
firms to boost listings and in- 
vestments in the sector, and pre- 
vent stock speculation. 

PMRC was based on interna- 
tional reporting codes of Aus- 
tralia, South Africa, European 
Union and Canada. 

PSE president Francis Li 
earlier said a number of mining 
firms with Philippine projects 
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were listed overseas. 

“We don't know why these 
mining firms had been listing 
abroad. They probably think in- 
vestors prefer markets with re- 
porting methods and procedures 
that are harmonized,” he said. 

Sources in the mining sector 
said companies preferred to list 
overseas because these markets 
were bigger and they present 
more opportunities. 

So far, 14 mining firms are listed 
оп the local exchange. Last year, 
the mining and oil index was up by 
63.3 percent and by 43.6 percent in 
the frst seven months of the year. 

Market capitalization of list- 
ed firms—the value of stocks 
based on their current market 
prices—grew 58 percent to 
P42.7 billion in 2006 and by 
74.5 percent to P74.6 billion in 
the first seven months of 2007. 

Chamber of Mines president 
Benjamin Philip Romualdez 
earlier said the code would help 
protect investor interest. 

“We don't want companies to 
take advantage of the less in- 
formed. We have to make our 
guidelines at par with interna- 
tional standards," Romualdez 
had said 


Name association 


A TOUGH JOB LIES AHEAD FOR 
the lawyers of former President 
Joseph Estrada. Overturning the 
conviction of their client is not go- 
ing to be a walk in the park. 

А contrary result would put the 
mark of Cain on Estrada. Unless the 
decision is reversed by the Sandi- 
ganbayan or the Supreme Court, 
his name would forever be associat- 
ed with the crime of plunder under 
ourlaws. 

Just like the way the name Ponzi 
has become synonymous to invest- 
ment scams. Remember the Perfor- 
mance Investment Products scan- 
dal which hit the headlines last 
month? 

In a Ponzi scheme, unusually 
high returns are offered to investors. 
to entice them to invest their money 
in some business venture. The 
promised profits are drawn from 
the investments of new investors. 
The arrangement eventually col- 
lapses when the field of suckers 
dries up. 

The scheme is named after 
Charles Ponzi, an Italian-American, 
who in 1920 gypped the present 
day equivalent of $150 million from. 
Americans who were attracted by 
his offer to double their money in 
90 days. 

After more than eight decades, 
the stigma on the Ponzi name re- 
mains and his namesakes continue 
to suffer from the consequences of 
that linkage. 

And so do thousands of victims of 
local Ponzi scams whose chances of 
recovering their money get dimmer 
as the cases against the people be- 
hind the swindling activities drag on. 


Management 

In the business world, some 
name associations have interesting 
meanings and origins. 

Mention the name Murphy to a 
business executive and the first 
thing that usually comes to mind is 
"Murphys law.” In essence, it 
means "whatever can go wrong, 
will go wrong" The pessimist 
would recite it as "whatever can go 
wrong will go wrong, and at the 
worst possible time, in the worst 
possible way.” 

Ies the excuse usually given 
when something unexpected or un- 


pleasant happens in the regular 
course of business. 

There are conflicting accounts on 
whoor how that so-called law came 
about. The generally accepted ver- 
sion is, its author is a certain Ed- 
ward Murphy, a US Air Force techni- 
cian, who uttered those words 
1948 to express his disappointment 
overa failed rocket test. 

A journalist who was critical of 
US military experiment procedures 
wrote about the booboo, some 
columnists played it up and, before 
long, the statement became a buzz 
word. 

While some business persons in- 
voke Murphy's law to cover up-for 
their shortcomings, others use it as 
a slogan of sorts to motivate their 
staff into giving their best in impor- 
tant projects to avoid anything from 
going wrong. 

If you look closely at the spirit of 
Murphy's law, it's similar to the ba- 
hala na attitude of many Filipinos: 
Things are bound to happen be- 
cause they are meant to happen 
that way. 

Principle 

Another name association that is 
popular in the business circles is the 
Pareto Principle, also known as the 
80:20 Rule. 

‘The principle is attributed to Ital- 
ian economist Vilfredo Pareto who, 
during the 1800s, stated that 80 
percent of the land in Italy was 
owned by 20 percent of the popula- 
tion. 

He also observed that 20 percent 
of the pea pods in his garden pro- 
duced 80 percent of the peas that he 
harvested. 

Pareto's views on the 80:20 ar- 
rangement of things have been am- 
plified to apply to business. The ap- 
plications include the following: 

* 80 percent of the profits are 
produced by 20 percent of the staff; 

* 80 percent of decisions come

The information provided by the 
Dow has a strong influence on the 
pricing of the stocks traded in the 
local stock market. 


Economy 

For professors of economics, the 
name Keynes carries a special 
meaning. 

In 1935, British economist John 
Maynard Keynes questioned the mer- 
it ofthe classical view that the econo- 
my worked best when it is left alone. 

The laissez faire doctrine rests on 
the premise that the maximum 
good for the people will be accom- 
plished if businesses were allowed 
to operate with minimum interfer- 
ence from government. 

In other words, market forces 
should determine, for example, the 
wages that should be paid to the 
employees and the price of goods 
and services. 

Keynes thought otherwise. He 
believed government should active- 
ly intervene in the market to ensure 
growth and development. His theo- 
ry, later dubbed as Keynesian eco- 
nomics, calls for government ad- 
justing its levels of expenses and 
taxes in order to achieve full em- 
ployment and stable prices. 

‘We'll wrap up this discussion on 
name association in business’ with 
this joke. 

‘Question: How do you know you 
have a good tax accountant? 

Answer: A tax loophole is named 
afterhim.

THE COUNTRY'S ECONOMIC 
managers said the ratio of govern- 
ment investment-to-gross domes- 
tic product (GDP) was expected to 
improve to 2.5 percent this year 
from 2.3 percent last year. 

This indicator-the percentage 
share of public investments in the 
total economic output- shows how 
much the government contributes 
to the growth of the economy. 

Government investments in- 
clude spending for infrastructure, 
capital equipment and inventory. 

Despite the projected i 
crease, the country’s govern- 
ment investment-to-GDP ratio 
would still be way off the 4-5 
percent range in neighboring 
Asean countries 

The expected improvement was 
based on government efforts to in- 
crease spending for infrastructure. 


"We still have a lot of things to 
do to reach the region's average 
ratio, but at least we are showing 
signs of improvement,” Finance 
Undersecretary Gil Beltran told 
reporters in a recent briefing. 

The Arroyo administration 
earlier said it wanted to raise 
government expenditure to 
pump-prime the economy and 
improve the delivery of social 
services to the public. 

The Department of Finance 
said the government spent P757 
billion in January to August to 
support operations and infras- 
tructure-development programs. 

The amount was 12-percent 
higher than year-ago level.

Insurance firms find hope in new CTPL system

THE DEPARTMENT OF FINANCE SAID A 
new system regulating the compulsory 
third-party liability (CTPL) business is be- 
ing worked out to harmonize opposing sug- 
gestions from parties concerned. 

Finance Secretary Margarito Teves said 
he met with newly reappointed Insurance 
Commissioner Eduardo Malinis last Mon- 
day to discuss the CTPL issue. 

Teves said he and Malinis had agreed to 
come up with a CTPL regulatory system 
where nonlife insurance companies would 
not be at the losing end, while addressing 
the problem of the rampant sale of fake 
CTPL policies. 

Under the proposed new system, a stan- 
dard CTPL insurance shall automatically 
cover all vehicles being registered with 
the Land Transportation Office, with pay- 
ment of vehicle registration and insur- 
ance fees. 

The common insurer will be the Philip- 
pine Insurers and Reinsurers Association 
Inc. (Pira), composed of licensed nonlife in- 
surance firms in the country. The insurance 
premium to be collected from vehicle own- 
ers will be equally distributed among Pira 
members, Teves said. 

Specific details of the plan are still being 
worked out, the DOF said. But officials 
from the Insurance Commission, an at- 
tached agency of the DOR are set to hold 
consultations with industry members on 
the new system.

year, thus doubling the central 
banles capacity. 

The sources said the plan 
would be to eventually phase 
out vintage printing machines 
bought back in 1976 and 
1981. 

The new machines will per- 
form the entire cycle of bank 
note production from layout to 
printing and bundling, the 
sources said 

“If you get the superline, then 
you'd be able to produce the 
tight amount of bank notes and 
save on the double cost of out- 
sourcing," one source said. 

"Also, you modernize, be- 
cause you'll be able to produce 
additional bank notes without 
employing the same number of 
people," the source added. 

For 2008, the sources said the 
BSP expected to produce another 
billion worth of bank notes. 

The sources also said that the 
new machine would reduce the 
risk of printing errors, like the 
"Arrovo" bills. 

These Arrovo notes in circu- 
lation are still considered legal 
tender. 


THE BANGKO SENTRAL NG 
Pilipinas is investing as much as 
P4 billion to modernize its bank 
note printing system to prevent 
а repeat of the "Arrovo" bill 
mishap. 

BSP sources said the policy- 
making Monetary Board had 
agreed to buy two “superline” 
printing machines worth about 
2 billion each so it would not 
have to outsource the printing 
of peso bank notes. 

‘Two Christmases ago, a Euro- 
pean printer that supplied 80 
million P100 bills misspelled 
President Macapagal-Arroyo's 
name as "Arrovo." 

As many as 2.092 million 
pieces were released for circula- 
tion before the error was dis- 
covered. 

It was the first time such a 
printing error occurred. 

The defective bills became a 
collector's item and sold at a 
hefty premium in online auc- 
tions, going for as much as P900 
a piece at one point.

Energy Secretary Angelo

Juxtapose these two pictures for a moment. This is only one~-the 
more politically correct version of Marketing and Advertising's brave 
new world ushering in whether we like it or nota New Order. 

Some may think the theme of the 20th Philippine Advertising 
Congress "THE NEW ORDER is a bit alarmist. Even in atrendsetting 
industry such as ours, developments that creep slowly and crisis that 
is smoldering rather than sudden, allow us the refuge, if not 
subterfuge of denial that we are being slowly pushed out of our 
comfort zone.

QUESTION: HOW DO YOU TEST A MAR- 
Keting plan? When we asked our new marketing 
director about it, this was what he said: "Lets see 
if we need to go into a replanning. Will you test 
this plan versus the marketing objectives we set 
юс" 

‘Answer: ав clear from the words of your 
‘boss that he wants you to show how your draft 
marketing plan will attain objectives. He's raising 
the issue of attainability of objectives. Of course, 
thats just one interpretation. 

‘Testing a marketing plan can also refer to the 
acceptability or the "salability" of the plan to 
those departments in the company which are 
critical to the planis successful implementation. 
"There are at least three such departments: Sales 
distribution, finance and manufacturing. 

Let's now tackle the first part: The issue of at- 
tainability of objectives. 

Fist, objectives should be specific, measur- 
able, attainable, realistic and time-bound. 

Of these five, attainability is the most difficult 
to satisfy because a plan has to be in place to test 
it 

Your marketing plan proper starts with the 
setting of objectives. At that starting point, you 
сап checkif those objectives are specific, measur- 
able, realistic and time-bound. 

Each criterion is logically and/or computa- 
tionally based. The criteria of "specific" and “real- 
istic" are logically based. What's actionable, 
doable is specific. Whats been done before and 
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by others like us is realistic. As to a computation- 
ally based criteria, thats what the criteria of 
"measurable" and "time-bound" are for obvious 
reasons. 

In contrast, the criterion of attainability is not 
only logically and computationally based but 
more importantly, its dependent upon the 
“means” or strategy portion of the plan. 

A plan is attainable if the strategies for meet- 
ing the objectives are correct. 

"That suggests that you cannot judge an objec- 
tive'sattainabilty at the start of the planning pro- 
cess or even during the planning process. You 
can do so only after your planis strategies and 
programs for getting at the objectives have been 
crafted. 

So, after your plaris first draft, you should 
pause, step back and then ask: "Do I have here a 
set of marketing strategies and programs that are 
strong enough to attain the objectives set for 
them?" ifthe answer is"yes;" then the marketing 
plan has passed the test. If its a "no," then ће 
plan has failed and replanning is in order.

THE STRENGTH OF ANY LOCAL ECONO- 
my has often been measured against the 
performance of the local stock exchange. 

Ithas been the belief that a developing econ- 
omy yields stock market profits for investors, 
while a weak economy finds its stock market 
plunged into troubles from which investors shy 
away 

"Therefore, we find the government looking 
for ways to facilitate efficient trading settle- 
ments and introduce investment alternatives, 
as exemplified by the Bureau of Internal Rev- 
enues (BIR) recent issuance of Revenue Regu- 
lations 5-2007. 

RR 5-2007 issued on March 6 and published 
‘on May 10, 2007 prescribe the guidelines and 
tax treatment of Securities Borrowing and 
Lending (SBL) or Securities Lending Transac- 
tions (SLT) involving the Fixed-Income Securi- 
ties Lending Program of the Philippine Dealing 
& Exchange Corporation (PDEX). 

RR No. 5-2007 is related to RR 10-2006, 
which prescribe the guidelines and tax treat- 
ment of SBL/SLT involving shares of stock or 
securities listed on the Philippine Stock Ex- 
change (PSE). 


SBL/SLT in general 

Lending of securities for both equity and 
debt instruments has been practiced in many 
developed countries like the United States, 
Canada, United Kingdom, Japan and Australia 
since the 1970s. 

Inthe Philippines, SBL/SLT was not formally 
introduced as a regulated practice until 1997. 

In fact, it was only in 2006 when the guide- 
lines were issued by the PSE, SEC and BIR pri- 
marily to regulate SBL/SLT involving shares of 
stock or securities listed on the PSE. 

‘Although no hard data are available, PSE has. 
acknowledged that securities lending is a wil- 
lion dollar business which therefore has a sig- 
nificant impact on the financial service industry 
ona global scale 

This is seconded by a finding of the Intema- 
tional Securities Lending Association (Isla), a 
Jeading intemational trade association based in 
the UK, which showed that in 2007 alone, the 
balance of securities on loans exceeded $2 uil- 
lion intemationally 

As such, SBL/SLT has been characterized as 
am integral element of securities trading and 
capital development among emerging markets 
and recognized asa vital facility behind the effi 
ient trading settlements and growth of deriva- 
tive markets. 

The government has thus deemed it proper 
to keep abreast of this market trend, which is 
why it issued enabling guidelines and regula- 
tions to govern and promote securities lending 
transactions within the PSE and PDEx. 

Foremost of these regulations are RR 10- 
2006 and the complementary issuances of the. 


Tax-FiLEs 


Securities and Exchange Commission (SEC 
Memorandum Circular 7, Series of 2006 issued. 
‘on June 9, 2006) and PSE (Rules on Securities 
Borrowing and Lending). 


Governing rules 

SLT under RR 10-2006 involves the lending 
of shares of stocks or securities by the lender, 
who owns or controls them, to the borrower. 
who needs the shares of stocks/securities bor- 
rowed to support trading strategies or settle 
‘ment obligations, in exchange for collateral, 
and the promise to retum the equivalent shares. 
of stocks/securities at the end of the borrowing, 
period. 

The borrowing period in any agreement 
cannot be more than two years. 

‘The borrower usually uses or disposes of the 
shares of stocks/securities borrowed strictly in 
connection with a particular purpose or pur- 
poses allowed and defined under RR No. 10- 
2006. 

Being fungible in character (or replaceable 
with another thing of equivalent kind, quality 
and quantity), the bomowed shares of 
stocks/securities are transferred from the 
lender to the borrower. 

For the duration of the SLT period under the 
agreement, the lender is deemed to have tem- 
porarily lost ownership of the shares of 
stock/securities lent but acquires a contractual 
right to receive all benefits accruing to the 
shares of stock/securities. 

‘The objective is to put the lender in the same 
‘economic position as the lender would have 
been had the securities not been lent. This 
means that in case of corporate actions like 
grant of stock rights, dividend declarations and 
other benefits accruing to the shares of stock, 
the borrower would have to "manufacture" the 
corresponding benefits and retum them to the 
lender as if the shares of stock/securities never 
left his hands. 

A "manufactured income" or substitute pay- 
ment, otherwise referred to as "pass through 
payment" consists of any or both of the follow- 
ing: (1) interest income or coupon payment re- 
ceived from the lent/borrowed securities aris- 
ing from corporate action of the issuer; and/or 
(2) interest income that has accrued and been 
received by the borrower from its sale of the 
lent/borrowed securities, which the borrower is 
‘obliged to “pass on” to the lender during the life 
ofthe SBL/SLT, in accordance with the terms of 
the agreement. 

For example, assume that shares in ABC 
Company currently sell for P10 a share. X short 
seller would borrow 100 shares of ABC Com- 
pany, and then immediately sell those shares 
for P1,000. 

IF the price of ABC shares later falls to РВ a 
share, the short seller would then buy 100 
shares back for P800, return the shares to their 
original owner, and make a P200 profit. 

‘This practice, however, has the potential for 


What about the second part of the test: The 
implementation issue? 

Lets focus on the role of sales distribution. 

‘We've said before that if the marketing plan is 
to succeed and even outdo itself, marketing and 
sales must work in synchrony.

Ineffect, SBL is similar to а simple collateral 
ized cash loan transaction. However, instead of 
cash, what is borrowed are listed shares of 
stock/securities and what is provided as collat 
eral is cash, government or equity securities, ог 
guaranteed letter of credit. 

RR 10-2006 specify the purpose/s for which 
the borrowed securities may be used: 

1. Settlement of sale of Philippine securities 
effected in the Philippines or elsewhere. Shares 
of stock/securities may be borrowed to avoid 
failure to deliver for the settlement of a sale, 
‘This happens when a “failed settlement” occurs 
cor when the seller cannot deliver what he owns 
on time and therefore would need to borrow to 
settle his obligations, 

2. Settlement ofa future sale whether agreed 
ог not at the time the borrowing is effected. 
Shares of stock/securities may be borrowed in 
advance of a sale ifit is anticipated that the bor- 
rowed shares of stock/securities will be re- 
quired for settlement of the future sale; 

3. Replacement in whole or in part of securi- 
ties obtained by the borrower under another 
SBL agreement. Where a lender demands the 
early erum of borrowed shares of stock/securi- 
ties, a borrower without enough of the shares 
of stock/securities demanded to be returned 
сап borrow equivalent shares of stock/securi- 
ties from a third party to repay the first lender. 

"The replacement borrowing may be for the 
whole, or part only, of the previously borrowed 
shares of stock/securities. A condition applying 
to such an arrangement is that the initial bor- 
rowing must itself be an SBL within the mean- 
ing of these regulations. 

Moreover, the second borrowing must also 
be under an SBL govemed by RR 10-2006; 

4. On-ending of borrowed securities to an- 
other borrower who has entered into another. 
SBL agreement. This occurs when an SBL is 
made by an agent for on-ending to another 
borrower who also entered into an SBL. How- 
еме; the subsequent borrower must use the 
borrowed shares of stock/securities only for 
any of the specified purposes under RR 10- 
2006; 

5, Securities financing and collateral pledg- 
ing. Shares of stocks/securites may be used by 
the borrower as collateral for loans. The bor- 
rowed shares of stock may in tum, be used by 
the borrower as a commodity to lend to parti 
pants in securities market so that the partici- 
pants can carry out their investments and fi- 
mancing efforts; 

6. Such other purposes similar or analogous 
to the above or as may be authorized by the 
BIR. 

"These are all reduced into a written contract 
called the Master Securities Lending Agree- 
ment (MSLA) between the borrower and 
Jender (or the lending agent) embodying the 
terms and conditions defined under RR 10- 
2006 for the conduct of the SBL transactions.

"This happened to be a franchise store 
but we are replicating this in other stores," 
Narciso said, adding that Greenwich has 
plans to break into the international marker 
by next year.

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Skillful marketing key 
to business success

ASK ANY PERSON DRIVEN BY AMBITION 
and he aspires to have his own business. No 
doubt his desire is fired by the inspirational 
stories of successful entrepreneurs and 
business owners. 

When asked what the secrets to success 
of these icons are, many venture to say: 
Hard work, perseverance, luck, a good 
product and even divine intervention. 

Very few cite skillful marketing in grow- 
ing and sustaining a business as key to suc- 
cess. Yet marketing is recognized as the 
business process meant to create demand 
for products and services. 


Myths, truths 

Most business owners view marketing as 
an unnecessary expense. Not too many see 
it as а means to generate business. Or a 
guarantee to protecting one’s ground in the 
future when more players come in, sleeping 
competitors wake up or when a brand crisis 
strikes 

Here are some myths associated with 
marketing 

* Marketing communications, often 
associated with advertising, can be de- 
ferred or done away with as long as the 
products and services are massively 
available in trade. 

The truth is, without investments in 
awareness-building marketing activities, 
it may take time for end-users to know the 
product or service exists and in many cas- 
es, they may not know it at all. 

"Time is very precious these days. Fewer 
consumers have the time to shop around. 
Thus, it is to the advantage of the product. 
or service when consumers are informed 
of its benefits even before they reach the 
trade area. 

Having a wide distribution has its ad- 
vantage and tremendous costs in the form 
of listing fees and/or retail margins. But 
manufacturers and service providers must 
realize that while listing fees and substar 
tial trade margins are part of marketing 


expense, these are meant to guarantee a 
space in the retailers’ shelves and not the 
customers’ mind space. 

© As long as the product or service 
sells, there is no real need to fortify with 
image-building and sustaining market- 
ing activities. 

Not true. Marketing aims to optimize 
and sustain the brand for generations to 
come. What a business owner must assess 
is what segment of the universe of the po- 
tential market one wishes to serve and for 
how long will the market be served. 

* Having good advertising is enough 
to compel consumers to buy a product. 

Not true. Successful marketing is the 
sum of complementary marketing activi- 
ties that include having a good product, 
right pricing, wide distribution and aware- 
mess programs that reach the intended 
market with a unique, differentiated and 
compelling benefit. 

Not one of the marketing mix can be dis- 
associated from the rest and not one can 
singularly claim as the reason for the suc- 
cess of any product or service. 

Marketing is like a spoke to a wheel and 
vice versa. Having great advertising copy 
that stimulates demand is a plus to getting 
the product and the brand name into the 
consciousness of the target market much 
faster. 

This means that the advertising copy 
must do what a foot salesman is unlikely to 
accomplish—be a salesperson simultane- 
ously to thousands, if not hundreds of 
thousands, of targeted people for every 
commercial exposure be it on print, out- 
door or broadcast media. 

* Being on the trade shelf is a guar- 
antee of a product's movement. 

Not always true. Here comes the special 
relationship of trade accounts and market- 
ing people with retailers. 

The trade marketing people must make 
sure that the branch or area manager, cate- 
gory-in-charge, customer service people 
аге aware of the product's existence on the 
shelf. 

A call to the customer service counter or 


a query with the floor sales attendant can 
be a lost sales opportunity if the response 
is in the negative when in fact the product 
has been sitting on the shelf. 

* Customer feedback is often negative. 

Not true. If the customer is satisfied with 
the product or service delivery, then posi- 
tive feedback comes unsolicited. 

On the other hand, if the product or ser- 
vice meets a need, but potential customers 
were disheartened during the sales’ pro- 
cess, they are likely to provide construc- 
tive feedback that will enable the provider 
to deliver the product or service in a better 
way. 

Franchisees need not do marketing. If 
you are a franchisee, demand that the 
franchisor engage in substantial and effec- 
tive marketing. After all, a percentage of 
the franchise fees go to marketing ex- 
pense. 

But this does not prevent the franchisee 
to engage in incremental marketing activi- 
ties at local store level, with the permis 
sion ofthe franchisor, to create demand for 
one's own store. The same principle ap- 
plies to malls and their tenants. Malls must 
help create the right foot traffic for its ten- 
ants. 

‘Tenants, on the other hand, can engage 
in additional marketing activities that will 
ensure that foot traffic that goes into the 
mall also leads into the tenant's shop. 

* Business owners can chart and do 
the marketing themselves. 

‘True, but they need to understand what 
marketing and creating demand for prod- 
ucts and services entails. Or they can avail 
themselves of expert skills. Still, they must 
ascertain the skill and know-how of the 
marketer or consultant they are getting on 
board. If marketing is not done well, it can 
bea costly and self-destructive exercise.

In the Naga City setting, the lifestyle 
center Cu built is a high-end place 
where businessmen and associates can 
meet, transact business or just enjoy 
the amenities. 


New trend 

Engineer Emeterio Aman, real es- 
tate developer in Naga City, said the 
commercial development Cu pio- 
neered made him revise some compo- 
nents of the real estate development 
plan of one of his subdivision projects. 

He said that instead of a two-story 
building that would provide hotel ser- 
vices in his project Hacienda de Naga, 
he would instead build cabanas and 
fully furnished hotel-like apartments 
to complement Avenue Squares 
lifestyle center. 

Aldolfo Olivan of the Metro Naga 
Chamber of Commerce and Industry 
and the Filipino-Chinese Chamber of 
Commerce and Industry acknowl- 
edged that Cu's pioneering initiative 
has set a new trend in commercial de- 
velopment here.
